10th October arrived out on the 13th December. 
‘Two of the accomplices in the murder of Major Baldwin and 
Lieutenant Bird were executed on the 16th December. The 


actual perpetrators were said to be still at large, but the autho- 
rities were on their track, Various measures were also being 
matured for the purpose of giving greater security to life, by 
rendering the whole population in the vicinity of any murderous 
outrage responsible, if they neither succeed in averting a catas- 
trophe or arresting the offenders. There was reason to believe 
that the decree would be promulgated prior to Sir Rutherford 
Alcock’s departure, and all complicity with the perpetrators of 
such deeds, before or after their commission, publicly denounced 
as @ crime punishable by law and with the utmost rigour. The 
official procés verbal in reference to the criminals executed, and 
the text of the public announcement posted up on the prison, 
the custom-house, and other places in Yokohama, could not be 
obtained in time for transmission by the present mail. -The 
executién took place at two o’clock on the day named in the 
prison yard. The following is an account of the death 
scene :— 

“ A considerable aumber of foreigners walked or rode out in the direc- 
tion indicated, ‘The very sroall space of the inner yard of the prison was 
shortly filled with spectators, a great number of whom were military and 
naval men, but sprinkled also with several civilians of all classes. At one 
end of the inner yard of the prison, on the side opposite to where a 
slight rope of straw indicated the spot to which spectators were to confine 
themselves, two holes were dug, with a slight elevation of earth covered 
with mats on the further side. By the side of each hole was a bucket of 
water, aud these were all the primitive arrangements for the awful cere- 
mony about tobe performed. A few small officials strutted about and 
smiled blandly, or looked with stoic indifference about ; but none looked 
in the slightest degree moved by'any impression of sadness. The assembly 
waited with more or less patience until three o'clock, by which time 
Messrs. John Macdonald, Willis, M.D., and Alexander Siebold arrived 
from H.B.M. Legation; shortly after three one criminal, quite 
@ young man, perhaps twenty-two or twenty-three years ‘of age, 
was in, arm-bound, and eyes bandaged, by four or five 
attendants. Conducted before one of the holes he was made to 
kneel upon the mat ; his arms were held back ; his head stretched forward ; 
the hair pushed over the head away from the neck; a head-executioner 
strutted forward, drew a large bright two-handed sword from its scabbard ; 
handed it to the actual executioner, who poured a small quantity of water 
over the blade, and with oneaweep in the air brought it down with an 
amount of precision and effect wonderful —and horrible—to behold ; the 
dissevered head fell into the gaping hole before the eye of the spectator 
could be closed against the sight. The other criminal was brought for- 
ward. He, however, had to be carried; the same followed ; his head fell 
too into the hole prepared for it, and ww moments the ground was 
cleared, and those who had witnessed this first act of retributive justice 
upon the,murderers of our departed countrymen were on their return 
home.” 

Home readers have already heard, by electric telegraph, of 
the homicidal attack on two French sailors. The following is 
the account of the affair given by the Japan Daily Herald :— 

« We regret to have to report that on Thursday evening a fracas occurred 
down in the native settlement, in the Gankey quarter, which terminated 
fatally to one, and, it is feared, probably to a second French sailor. It 
seers that large numbers of these men had obtained shore-leave during 
the last three days, it being the French sailors’ festival of St. Barbe. Some 
of these men had resorted to the disreputable quarter we have named in 
a state of intoxication, and had committed violence at some of the houses. 
‘They were assaulted, and, we hear, pursued by a large mob of Japanese, 
amail yakonins, coolies, kc., &c., armed principally with short tomabawk 
sticks, and by them so barbarously bandied that one man was killed on the 
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spot, and another dangerously wounded. We hear that the Custom-house 
authorities have already secured the whole ef the mob engaged in this 
affair, numbering some hundred of the lower classes, and about fifty small 
yaconins, and that they have now handed over to the French and English 
‘authorities some twelve Japanese guards who appear implicased in the 
matter.” 

Our contemporary considers that two lessons should be de- 
rived from the incident :—“ First, the necessity of impressing 
the Japanese authorities with @ just appreciation of the view 
which European nations take of manslaughter even by the 
hands of officers of the peace, committed whilst in the exercise 
of their office, in suppressing riots, defence of property, &c. In 
all such cases with us where death ensues upon the action of 
the officers, those officers may be tried for murder, and failing 
proof that no more force was used than absolutely necessary 
for securing and bringing to justice the rioter or other offending 
party, or that it was otherwise possible to secure him or cause 
him to desist from his riotous behaviour, the great chance would 
‘be that such officer would be found guilty of murder, And 
secondly, that our naval and military authorities should perfect to 
some greater degree any arrangements for watching and super- 
intending the hordes of men who are continually let loose to 
reel in drunken bestial insensibility about the Settlement, to the 
scandal and disgust of our residents—to the almost necessity 
for the seclusion of our ladies—to the danger of their own lives, 
and to the risk of the most dangerous collision with the people 
amongst whom we dwell.” 

Sir Rutherford Alcock did not, as was anticipated, leave 
by this mail, and he would probably obtain a man-of-war to 
‘be placed at his convenience for proceeding direct to Hong 
Kong. An address had been presented to him by the British 
merchants, the only defect in which is that, as complained of by 
the local press, it should have been sent in as from the 
“British residents,” in which case it is observed, “ there is not 
British subject in Japan whose name would not have 
appeared as endorsing the expressions in the text of regret at 
Sir Rutherford’s early departure, and gratitude for the bene- 
ficial results of his course of policy.” The address, and Sir 
Ratherford’s reply, were as follows :— 


“ Yokohama, 20th October, 1864. 
“To Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B., H.M.'s Plenipotentiary and 
Envoy Extraordinary to Japan. 

“ Sir,—We learn with sincere regret that it is probable you will s00n 
Jeave Yokohama, and we are unwilling that you should do so without 
receiving from us an expression of gratitude for the beneficial results your 
course of policy has brought to our commerce. It is unnecessary for us to 
refer to the difficulties of your position since your return at the commence- 
meat of this year. Suffice it to say that you arrived at a time when the 
Japanese Government entertained ideas of forcing foreigners to abandon 
Yokohama, and had placed such restrictions on trade that this port was 
virtually closed. The precautionary measures you immediately adopted 
tended greatly to increase the eecurity of our persons and property, and 
Your determined but wise policy has at last restored trade (that had 
‘dwindled away to a nonentity), to its usual channels with unwonted 
vigour. The principal triumph, Sir, of your success, lies in the fact that 
Ry have accomplished all this, not only without causing a collision between 

.M.’s Government and that of the Tycoon of Japan, but by actually 
spengihening the Government from which you obtained the concessions, 
as well as by acting in such a way as to secure the cordial co-operation of 
the Foreign Ministers resident at this port.—We have the honour to be, 
Sir, respectfully your most obedient humble servants,

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“ Yokohama, October 2ist, 1864. 

“To Messrs. S.J. Gower, N. P. Kingdon, and others :— 

“ Gentlemen,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 20th inst., signed by the representatives of British firms at this 
port, and to thank you very cordially for the flattering expressions of your 
regret at my early departure. It is very true, as you state, that on my re- 
turn to my post after a prolonged abseace, I found our position in the 
Country unsatisfactory to the last degree. Menaced with attack and ex- 

ulsion from this port, and all the interests of trade both here and at 

Nagasaki seriously compromised, it was evident that some determined and 
consistent action could alone avert a catastrophe. The increasing violence 
and arrogance of the anti-foreign party threatened Japan with all the 
calamities of a war, both internecine and foreign ; and nothing had more 
directly and obviously tended to bring on this state of affairs than the long 
continued immunity of the Prince of Nangato, and the apparent weakness 
or timidity of the Foreign Powers in checking and punishing his outrages 
ton their flags and commerce, I had the’ good fortune to fad my 





colleagues, the representatives of France, the United States of Ameri 
and the Netherlands, disposed to take the same view; and loyally to ants 
their efforts to mine to pata stop to this downward descent, and to con- 
cert with me the necessery measures to be taken, in communication with 
the Tycoon's Government. The result of these united efforts has been 
in many respects all that could be desired. ‘The Prince of Nangato has 
ceased all hostile action; the Straits of Simonoseki have been opened in 
8 permanent manrer, thus relieving the trade of Nagasaki from obstruc- 
tions which had nearly destroyed it. The Sako party has been greatly 
discouraged by the evidence afforded of our irresistible superiority in the 
field; and with corresponding increase of strength and courage to the 
more moderate and enlightened party in the country favourable to the 
maintenance of friendly relations with foreiga Powers, The opening of 
this port, which for the three preceding months had been virtually closed 
by the stoppage of silk, the main staple of its trade, is the first material 
evidence of an improved position. And recent communications with the 
Goveroment at Yedo give good hope for further material changes in the 
whole policy of the country as respects foreigners. I am glad, therefore, 
before my departure, to be able to congratulate the British residents here 
and elsewhere in Japan, not only on the attainment of a state of security 
never before enjoyed, but of renewed commercial acti and promise of 
continued improvement in all directions, a promise which I earnestly h 
tay be fully realised after { have lef the country, by a continuance of the 
same combination of firmness and moderation, to which I believe the 
efforts of my colleagues and myself during the past six snonths mainly owe 
their success.—1 have the honour to be, Gentlemen, your most obedient

“Her Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 

Plenipotentiary in Japan.” 

The Herald denies in the most formal manner the statement, 
made it appears by the Japan Commercial News, on which was 
based the line in the telegraphic summary to the effect that 
“the Mikado repudiates the late convention.” The former 
journal expressly names as the authority for the contradiction 
no less a personage than Her Majesty's representative, Sir 
Rutherford Alcock. The Herald says:— 

“So far from insisting upon the foreigners leaving Japan 
from any reason, the direct reverse is the fact. The Mikado's 
opposition to the treaties, it is generally understood, if not. 
already formally and publicly withdrawn, is practically at an 
end, and the Tycoon’s Government have given up all idea of a. 
further mission to Europe with the object of obtaining the 
withdrawal of foreigners from Yokohama; thus formally 
abandoning the prosecution of a hostile policy ia accordance 
with former decrees for their expulsion. As to the endeavour 
by them to evade engagements entered into by the Japanese, which 
they had promised to carry out, by simply stating the Mikado 
withholds his consent—all this is pure invention—sensational— 
nonsensical invention. The Mikado’s withholding his consent 
in reference to the recent removal of obstructions to the Silk 
trade, has never been mooted, or in any way referred to as a 
cause of difficulty.” 

A fire that broke out in the servants’ quarters, at the rear 
of the bowling alley attached to the United Service Club, burnt. 
down the whole range of building occupied by the club. The 
village of Omura, also—the long straggling village situated 











opposite to the settlement, on the hill side of the creek—has. 
been the victim of a conflagration that left three-fourths of 
the inhabitants houseless. A list of contributions for their 
relief (first started by Sir Rutherford Alcock) has been circu- 
lated ; though it is to be feared without avail, for the Japanese 
authorities always make a point of thanking us, but expressing 
their ability and readiness in all such cases to make ample 
provision for their own people, 

Progress] is making towards municipal institutions. The 
residents have now got the length of arrangement as to how 
delegates shall be nominated, who shall appoint a committeo if 
they think the municipal scheme can be worked, 

‘A Yokohama Institute, having for its objects the same ends 
as those of Literary Institutions, Atheneums, &c., elsewhere, 
has been formed and is getting into working order. 

Tho Herald of tho 3rd December states that the small-pox 
had again broken out with some virulence, and remonstrates on 
the fact that no efficient accommodation has been provided for 
those suffering under it, the natural consequence of which is 
the increased danger of infection to all ; a building, it appears, 
was some time ago given up by the military authorities to the 
Consul for the reception of small-pox patients, but it is “ not 
yet organised,” and though sufferers may go intoit, there is no 
one to take caro of them. One poor Calcutta boy, a servant 
of the Rev. Mr. Bailey, “ was taken up, with bed and bedding, 
and there left, but—it will scarcely be credited in a community 
of Christian men—without any one in whose charge to leave 
him ; and but that Lieut.-Col. Brown, with that kindness of 
heart which so distinguishes him, readily permitted the attend- 
anco of the Military Hospital-Sergeant and ordcrlies, there 
would have been none to hand him even a drop of water.” 
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Our local contemporary proceeds :— “ Let us not be understood 
as intending to convey auy insinuation of neglect against 
Dr. Jenkins, the only Civilmedical man in the community ; on the 
contrary, he has in all this a in other cases we have ever 
heard of, in which he could be of service, been the Good Sa- 
maritan, and gratuitously given his valuable time and advice. 
Dr. Willis, the medical officer attached to the Legation, too, we 
know, would have most willingly rendered service, but as he 
hhad no appointment, no authority—as ‘the Hospital had not 
‘been yet organised’—he could do nothing. And thus, but for 
the aid of those medical-men, upon whose self-denying and 
laborious aid the community have already made such heavy 
calls, aud the spontaneous private aid hurriedly gathered to- 
gether when the danger was actualiy upon us, these poor 
sufferers would have been obliged to bear unrelieved and un- 
succoured their distressing sickness; and not only so, but 
would have had no resource against communicating their 
sufferings to all around them: and this would have lasted 
until it pleased the Consuls to ‘organize’ the Small-pox 
Hospital, a building for which had been placed at their dis- 
”

‘NAGASAKI. 

Seven men-of-war, namely, two English, three Russian, one 
French, and one Dutch, were lying in Nagasaki harbour, so the 
residents may congratulate themselves on being well protected. 
The Argus had gone to Simonoseki to look after the movements 
of Chosiu, as it was rumoured that he was reconstructing his 
batteries. 

A correspondent writes a glowing account of an entertain- 
ment given on board HMS. Scylla to tke residents at this 
port. The proceedings opened with a theatrical performance, 
enlivened by the band of a Russian vessel, which was lent 
for the occasion, and wound up with a splendid supper amidst 
@ deluge of rain, The pieces performed were “The Village 
Murder,” and “ All that Glitters is not Gold.” The acting was 
excellent, and nearly brought down the ship, and its attraction 
was ,still further enhanced by the Russian band. The rain, 
which fell in torrents at supper-time, appears rather to have 
added to than detracted from the general enjoyment. As our 
correspondent justly remarks, the only culpability that attached 
to the hosts in respect to the rain-fall, was through their omis- 
sion to include it in the programme. Midnight chimed before 
the band struck up “God save the Queen,” when the guests 
left the ship deeply impressed with the courtesy of their hosts 
and with the pleasant entertainment that had been provided 
for them. , 

Notice had been given that the ground at Desima, with the 
extensive buildings thereon, having a frontage on the Bay of 
Nagasaki, formerly the residence and offices of H.N.M’s. 
Consul-General in Japan, would be sold by auction on the 15th 


January. 





CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 

The English mail of the 26th Oct. arrived out on the 17th 
Dec. The dates are now down to the morning of the 26th. 
The weather had been very changeable, including a snow storm. 
The thermometer has not, however, gone below 32 degrees. 

The case of the owners of the General Meslin against the 
owners of the Promise had been heard, but the verdict was de- 
ferred until the 28th Dec. 

A report has been made by the Consul at Newchwang, T. 
T. Meadows, on the silk produced at that district as suitable 
(although coarse) for export to Europe. Mr. Major, a silk in- 
spector at Shanghai, in a report says :— 

Besides this it is requsite to ascertain— 

Ast. How often does this worm sleep while feeding. 

2nd. Is the worm fed on the mulberry leaf, of which Mr. Meadows 
speaks, of this same species {(that feeds on oak leaves), or bred of the 
usual China silkworm eggs. I should much like to see a few cocoons 
of worms fed on mulberry leaf there. 

Sed. An experiment ought to be made of this breed (eating oak 
Jeaves) to ascertain what they come to when fed in a more congenial 
climate on mulberry leaves. If I could get an ounce of eggs of the 
first (July) crop, I would willingly attend to their feeding myself. The 
eggs ought to be sent here during the winter, protected from frost, 


= 
| bat not kept near a fire or in a too warm cabin, 66 degrees Fah- 
renheit would be too hot, or the utmost they would bear. 
It strikes me that this species of silkworm may turn out of the greatest 
consequence in restoring the silk worm breed in Europe, now quite lost, 
Land even in restoring the silkworm of China, which I find also greatly 
| dcteriorted, to a more healthful state (this, however, is almost hopeless, 
considering the Chinese character). In all nature, too much and long 
| continued culture degenerates a breed; then new strength and vigour 





is acquired by cross breeding with a healthy kind of the same species, 
Now this worm gives me the impression of being very strong and 


healthy. It would be a great boon to the silk trade and industry to 
introduce any such means. 


1 _ New seed has for years been tried from all parts of the world in 
+ Europe, but to no effect: the whole family of ove and the same race 
seems to have outlived itself by constant generating ia the same family 
at an enormous rate,

In les 1 tried, during three years, cross-breeding the old European, 
breed wath the usual China worm, and that with ‘ery rood pile 
When I left for China I gave all the seed I had thus collected to an 
English gentleman, who, I fear, has not persevered, or I should have 
heard something of it; people look too much to immediate benefits. 

If this new family is to be introduced for cross breeding, I should 
recommend feeding them in their first and second stages on oak leaves, 
and after that only on mulberry leaves. 

I beg leave to conclude with my opinion, that great thanks are due to 
Mr. Meadows for making so great an exception among the consuls in 
China, by turning his eye and mind towards what may be advantageous to 
the commerce aud industry of the country he represeuts, and thereby, 
also, to the country he occupies. 

The correspondence between Mr. W. G. Howell, late of 
Shanghai, and the Foreign Minister, on the subject of the plans, 
&c., drawn by Mr. Gilbert Scott for the church at Shanghai is 
published in the North China Herald of the 10th Dec. The 
plans were approved, and the sum of £2,000 contributed by the 
Home Government. a 

The case of Rawson v. Russell, for short delivery of goods, 
ended by the following verdict :— 

Judgment: The Court considers that the defendant has not proved de- 
livery of the missing bale marked three i's No. 17, and is therefore respon= 
sible for its value. The Court does not hold that the chief officer of the 
Canadian was bound to fill in the boat note sent by Messrs. Wheelock 
and Co., but having done so, and having made no mention of the bale in 
question, while he was careful to particularise the delivery of 88 other 
packages, the said note is prima fucie evidence that the missing bale was 
not delivered with the other 88 packages, and the defendant has failed to 
convince the Court by other evidence that the said bale was put into Whee- 
Jock and Co.'s boats as is alleged. 

This decision does not carry in the mind of the Court any other impu- 
tation against the character of the chief officer than that of carelessness, 
caused possibly by the haste and difficulties attending the disckarge of his 
duties. The Court has to bear in mind, however, that this want of care 
on his part was calculated to mislead Messrs. Wheelock and Co., and to 
deprive them of the opportunity of otherwise tracing the missing property, 
as it amounted to an assurance from the person most qualified to give it; 
that no other goods than those named in the boat-note had been given 
into the charge of their servants. The judgment of the Court is, there- 
fore, for the plaintiff, with costs. 

The seventh meeting of the Royal Asiatic Society were held 
on the 13th December.

A description 
of the scenery was given, aud the capabilities of the mountain 
asa sanitarium enlarged upon. The height of the summit has 
been found to be 5,040 fect.

Aman named Dodd awaits trial for having shot a native 
boatwoman, in a moment of passion at finding a crowd of 
boats in his way. They did not get out of bis way fast enough, 
so he fi his pistol into the midst of the crowd at random 
and wounded an old woman so severely that she died shortly 
after. 

Two thousand padded coats have been placed by the Taotai 
in the hands of a mandariv named Yeh, for distribution amongst 
the poor in the foreign settlements. From the Yunan province 
we learn through a native source that the Miao-tsze have seized 
the city of Tien-choo-hsien. The Taotai of Ye-tung, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the province, and two mandarixs, have 
marched with a large army to recapture the place. 

In a late number we mentioned that the merchants had pre- 
pared a memorial to Colonel Gordon. The following is a copy 
of the document :—

© Sin,—On the eve of your departure for your native country, we the un- 
dersigned. mostly fellow-countrymen of your own but also representing 
various other nationalities, desire to express to you our earnest wishes for 
feuccesetul voyage and happy return to your friends and the land of your 
ith. 

Your career during the last two years of your residence in the East has 
been, so far as we know, without a parallel in the history of the intercourse 
of foreign nations with China; and. without entering at all upon the politi- 
cal bearings of the great question with which your name must ever remain. 
s0 intimately connected, we fecl that we should be alike wanting towards 
‘you and towards ourselves were we to pass by this opportunity without ex- 
Pressing our appreciation and admiration of the line of conduct which you 
perscnally have pursued. 

To a position of unequalled difficulty, and surrounded by complications 
of every possible nature, your have succeeded in offering to the eyes of the 
Chinese nation, no less by your loyal and, throughout, disinterested line 
of action than by your conspicuous gallantry and talent for organisation 
and command, the example of a forcign officer serving the Government 
of this country with honourable fidelity and undeviating self-respect. 

It is by such examples that xe may trust to see many of the prejudices 
which warp the Chinese mind as regards ‘foreigners removed, and from 
such experience that we may look forward with hope to the day, when, not 
‘only inthe art of war, but ia more peaceful occupations of commerce 
and tion, the Chinese Government may see fit to level the barriers 
hitherto existing, and to identify itself more and more with that pro- 
Bressive course of action w' though springing from the West, must 
prove ultimately of equal benetit to the countries of the East.

The following from Soochow, &c., is from the North China 
Teraid :— 

The rigid virtue of Li Futai is well known. We are now in- 
forme of a proceeding on his part which some will think ex- 
tremely wise and others extremely foolish. It appears that the 
police system in Shanghai has lately proved so fatal to the com- 
fort and pecuniary well-being of brothel keepers, that a large 
number migrated to Soochow, where they hoped, Wu Tang 
regnante, to increase and flourish, To this end they leased a 
nuwb.r of houses and fitted them up with every Chinese luxury. 
As so-n, however, as Li Hung chang resumed the sculs of the 











Futaiship, he had the entire number arrested, and after threat- 
ening them with death sent them back to Shanghai, 

From Nanking we learn that Tseng Kuo-fan, whose recall to 
Peking for the receipt of honours and dignities had been 
officially announced, has been ordered to again assume the 
Governor-generalship. Li Hung-chang, who had been nomi- 
nated to the vice-royalty, has resumed the seals of the gover- 
norship, and Wu Tang ceases to act as Futai. No reason has 
been given for this change in the intention of;the Government, 
but it may safely be looked on as ominous of some decadence 
in the fortunes of Tseng aad Li. For some time the tide of 
prosperity has not set so determinedly as before in favour of 
these men or of the great families they represent, and it is 
therefore possible that the Court may have been induced by the 
northern faction to check Tseng Kuo-fau’s and Li Hung-chang’s 
too rapid rise in wealth and fortune. 

Natives’ accounts from Yunan report that the Miao-tsze, or 
wild hill tribes, have mado a descent into the plain and 
seized the city of the Tien Choo-hsien, The Taotai of Yi- 
tung, the Commander-in-Chief of the province, and two other 
Mandrians, have put themselves at the head of a large army 
and marched to attack the place. 

House property and the value of land have experienced 
another severe check by tho exodus of Chinese, since the fall 
of Nanking. It is estimated that nearly one-third of the 
houses stand empty. 

A giant of about 8 feet was detected and captured in the 
act of committing a burglary, ‘There was a talk of buying 
him up, and sending him on show to Europe. 

Mr. James Cock, a partner in the firm of Watson and Co., 
absconded to Hong Kong, but it is reported from thence that 
he has agreed to return at the advice of his friends. Mr.’Cock 
was reputed to have made a fortune at the last races. Perhaps 
he did, but it was not reported that he lost it. In our article on 
the excess of prices paid in China for teas, we did not plainly 
state that it was attributable to speculations, or rather gamb- 
ling in horse-racing, but there is, we know, a counection, and 
perhaps the eeposs of Mr. Cock’s affairs will prove it. 


HONG KONG. 

The English mail of 10th Nov. (bearing the Christmas pre- 
sents) arrived in good time on 24th Dec. The dates are now 
down to the morning of the lst January. ‘he weather had 
been very seasonable, with the thermometer ranging at 55 to 65 
inside ; | temperature thoroughly enjoyable. 

Tho Evening Afuil notices the erection of another theatre. 
The performance opened to a very crowded house, commencing 
with Tom Taylor's “ Ticket of Leave Man,” a drama of high re- 
pute on the Loudon stage. This was the first appearance of 
the Thorne Troupe since their return from Calcutta; and, if 
we judge by the greetings of the audience, they are held in high 
esteem by the play-goers of Hong Kong. Generally speaking, 
the acting was a success, Bob Brierly (Mr, Thorne, junr.) was 
given with perfect ease; and, considering that Mr. Thorne 
is an American, his rendering of the Yorkshire dialect, 
peculiar to this character, was excellent ; and the 
Jem Daitonof Mr. E. F. Thorne, in all of the different cha- 
racters_he has to assume, was carried out in a very masterly 
style. ~The impersonation of May Edvards by Mrs. Alicia 
Thorne was most gracefuily and pathetically executed ; and, as 
regards the Mrs, Willoughby of Mrs. Hattie Thorne, the 
audience was thrown into convulsive fits of laughter. 
The boy Sum Willoughby (Mr. Faylor) was done with 
considerable credit, but we must say that; his “get 
up” scemed snything but juvenile. The drama was 
succeeded by the aria buffa Largo al Factotum, from “II Bar- 
biere” (in character), by Signor Grossi, a well-known artist ; 
he, however, seemed a little out of voice on this occasion. The 
evening’s amusement concluded with the ballad of Barney O'Hea, 
by Mrs. Alicia Thorne. Although there was no addition to 
the orchestra, their performance was a considerable improve- 
ment on the preceding evening's. 

Considerable discussion has been created by the report that 
an Englishman named Stewart, who died on board the French 
mail steamer Labourdonais, had been quietly committed to the 
deep without the other passengers being informed at the time, 
Anaction,has been laid, wo understand,against the China Mail, 
and subscriptions have been offered by the public to defray the 
expenses. 

The arrangements of the New Dock Company had not been 
finally completed—at least, in time to announce in the papers, 

A row took place between some Shanghai men and a vendor 
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of fruit, at the corner of Pottinger and Stanley-streets. It ap- 
peared that a boy went to purchase some oranges, and being 
defrauded in the amount of change returned to him, he called 
his friends to his assistance. After some words, the fruit- 
vendor received a blow on the left side of the head. Four Chi- 
nese are in custody. ‘The inquest held on the body was 
adjourned. The European constable who was stabbed in an 
affray with a West Indian died from the effects of the wound. 
An inquest on the body was held, and a verdict of manslaughter 
given against two of the three apprehended. 

It is pleasing to note, says the China Mail, the strides this 
colony is making in the march of improvement. The city 
of Victoria has been supplied with water and with gas in 
the most successful manner possible, notwithstanding the 
numerous obstacles that stood in the way of both under- 
takings. Nor is this all, Arrangements of the most satisfac- 
tory sort have been made for the erection of a City Hall on 
@ site that is likely to prove the most convenient which 
could possibly have been obtained ; and the fund for its erec- 
tion show very well indeed. 

The following notification has been issued in regard to the 
new bank :— 

‘The provisional committee have to intimate that the final date for re- 
ceiving applications for shares having expired, the allotment of stock is 
now in course of being carried out, and the result will be made known 
‘to applicants as soon as possible, 

The bank’s offices in Hong Kong will be Wardley House, next door to 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank. 

Mr. V. Kressur will assume the management in Hong Kong on the Ist 
January, and the bank will open for tbe transaction of public business at 
an early date. 

‘The British barque Glendower, Captain Wulshaw, was lost on 
the night of the 7th Dec. The vessel speedily filled with water 
after striking ; and the captain and crew had to take to their 
boats, soon after which they were picked up by a junk, and 
brought on to Hong Kong. A Spanish ship in company also 
Grifted ashore close by, and quickly went to pieces. There was 
a dead calm at the ftime, and tho strong tide drifted them 
helplessly on the rocks. 

A committee has been formed at Hon Kong, for the pur- 
pose of relieving those who were made widows or orphans 
by the wreck of the Racehorse. We are unable, however, to 
state the total collection, as the mail left before the list was 
completed. The committee intend forwarding a remittance by 
the next mail. 

The Hong Kong police are gradually awakening to a com- 
prehension of the present drain-operations of Chinese burglars, 
and positively gave notice of an attempt about to be made 
upon the premises of Mr. D. Iapraik. The passage was found, 
upon examination, to be quite prepared for an entry into the 
premises af & moment’s notice, and it was evidently 
intended to perpetrate the robbery when the inmates 
wero absent on a Sunday. Some time ago it was 
suggested that the drains should have a complement 
of police to guard them, and tho practicability of this rather 
unsavoury plan was evinced by sundry constables themselves 
taking the proposed course of the thieves, and arriving at Mr. 
Lapraik’s premises at a moment when several revolvers were in 
waiting for the expected visitors, which disagreeable welcome 
they narrowly escaped. Some strong measures ought to be 
taken at once to put an end to a system of pillage which so 
effectually does away with all feeling of security. 


SIAM. 

Special efforts have been made to increase the crop of cotton 
for the coming season. The profits to the cultivators on this 
important staple, for the past two years, have stimulated the 
people to give it greater attention. But with every possible 
effort, it is not probable the increase can add more than 
one-fifth to the last crop. The cultivators are too few to 
expect more than that. According to the Custom-house returns, 
17,710 piculs have been exported during the year from 
Bangkok, up tothe 14th November, amounting to 2,334,339 
Ibs., and worth at a moderate estimate, say 500,000 dollars, 
The, season (in mercantile language) is now over, but it is 
possible that the whole export for the year may reach 18,000 
piculs. Of the amount consumed in the country, it is difficult 
to estimate, but probably not less than 4,000 picule. Of the 
export mentioned above, 3,937 piculs went to Hong Kong; 
1,660 to Singapore ; 498 to Falmouth ; and 11,615 to Hye 
len. 

The Government bas notified to the foreign Consuls that the 
embargo has been taken off the importation of fire-arms, and 





a Royal proclamation has been issued denying any Government 
interference with the sale or export of paddy and rice, which 
remains unrestricted. 

The British barque Donna Anna, of Liverpool, has been 
wrecked on a reef, on her voyage from Saigon to Hong Kong, 
attempting to pass between the Cornwallis South Reef and the 
Cay Merino Reef. The captain (G. Nowell) and crew were 
picked up near the Natunas, and brought to Bangkok by the 
Dutch barque Sophia Lowisa, A Court of Inquiry held at 
Bangkok had decided that “no blame can be attached to the 
captain or any other person on board for what occurred.” 

Messrs, A. Markwald and Co,’s Circular dated “ Bangkok, 
Nov. 24,” states :— 

Rice has further advanced up to famine prices, and the article has now 
become #0 scarce that there is hardly any obtainable. Ticals 104 baveal- 
ready been asked for eommon to fair cargo rice, and ticals 101 for paddy 
and we are afraid that prices will go higher still. More reliable news has 
also been received from the interior. Our former hopes of a good average 
crop would have been realised, if rains bad fallen whilst the grain was begin- 
ing to ripen ; but for several weeks we had remarkably dry weather, and by 
all accounts the prospects are now very unsatisfactory, so much so, that 
no more than three-tenths of the yield of last year’s crop are expected this 
year, Vessels have already been offered large sums, up to 90 cents per picul 
for cancelling the charter-parties, which were accepted in some instances, 
whereas others prefer to lay out the rest of theirlay days. By far the 
greatest number of the vessels which are now in port will have to sail 

luring the next two or three weeke, either in ballast or only partly laden. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates hence are to the 7th January. The London mail of 
the 26th November did not reach till the morning of the 
4th January, having been detained about one day at Alexan- 
dria, and several days on the way from Suez to Galle, owing 
to the slow passage made by the steamer Golconda. The 
Messageries Homeward mail arrived from China on the 4th 
January, and was despatched the same evening. The Mea- 
sageries steamer with the London mail of the 17th Novem- 
ber arrived on the 28th December. 

A fire, a somewhat unusual event at Singapore, took place 
shortly after midnight of the 30th December, and completely 
burned down one of the European godowns and seriously da- 
maged several others, Singapore has had a singular immunity 
from disasters by fire, and this is the first that has yet occurred, 
since the settlement of the island, to the European section of 
the town. The damage may be thus described :—Messrs, Mc- 
Alister and Co.’s store and all its contents ccmpletely destroyed. 
The value of the stock it contained is estimated at $45,000, 
and it is covered in three companies to the extent of $30,000. 
Mr. Brennand’s goods in godown almost entirely destroyed, 
partly by fire and partly by water; value uncertain, but fully 
covered by insurance. Messrs. ‘Wilson and Co.’s sail loft and 
contents destroyed, loss unknown. Messrs. Mansfield and Co. 
have also lost, by water, pillage, and destruction, the entire con- 
tents of their spare godown, in Flint-street ; loss entirely 
covered by insurance. Messrs, Hartwig and Co.’s store in 
Battery-road was also broken open, and considerable damage 
done by water and removal. Col. Macpherson, Mr. Dunman, 
Mr. Vaughan, Capt. MacNair, Capt. Mayne, Mr. Robertson, be- 
sido the officers of H.M.’s ships and of the Royal Artillery were 
present nearly the entire night, and did their best to preserve 
order and protect property. 

The monsoon in the China sea had been blowing with 
uncommon violence for the last ten days; and several ves- 
sels (some of them steamers) which tried to make way against 
it, had to put back. The weather in Singapore had also been 
rainy and squally. The British barque Swiftsure, Captain Struck- 
mann, which left for Saigon on the 14th December, put back 
from stress of weather, and arrived in the harbour on the 6th 
Sanuary.§The Sarawak steamer Rainbow, Captain Hewat, which 
left for her destination on the evening of the 6tb, put back, 
from stress of weather, and arrived in the harbour next morning,

A summons was issued on the 23rd December, by the Marine 
Magistrate, against Gerard Peter Schmidt Weymans, pilot, who 
is charged with wrecking the Freach mail ateamer Hydaspe. 
The defendant holds a certificate of competency as master (Ni 
209) from the Straits Government, 

Intelligence has been received of the wreck of the British 
barque Eugenie on Tree Island. The vessel was commanded 
by a Nacodah who holds a certificate of competency as master, 
and left for Penang on the 29th Dec., and became a wreck on 
the 31st. The crew are saved.

and Shanghai packed; in all 11,258 half-chests, making total to date

half-chesis Pingsuey : Total, 49,000 half-chests. 

Hanxow.—Dates from this port come down to the 17th inst, the Tea 
market might be considered closed, only three chops havin been settled 
during the fortnight at a considerable rise, which was compensated by the 
fall in Exchange on Shanghai. Nine chops remained in stock, most of 
them under advance to foreigners, Teamen were looking forward to the 
rebel movements in Fohkien causing a considerable decrease in the sup- 
plies to Foochow and Amoy next year. In the absence of business quota- 
tions are useless. Total settlements and shipments: 363,000 chests or 
36,200,400 Ibs., against $58,000 chests or 34,880,500 Ibs., last year. 

Kruxtanc.—Green Teas: Avery few purchases had been made for 
Canada at prices which had not been published; Tls. 32 to 34 were 
said to have been given for medium Moyunes, but there was very little 
general disposition shown to operate at these prices. Teamen were pay- 
ing such high interest for their advances and were becoming so hard 
pressed for money, that they would without doubt have to give way 
shortly, and a large business at low prices might be expected before next 
mail, if foreigners remained firm. 

YoxouaMa.—The demand for this staple has steadily kept up although 
no great amount of business has been done. In the earlier part of the 
fortnight the high prices which the teamen continued to demand checked 
business somewhat, Prices for the better grades have ruled slightly higher, 
the inferior remaining unchanged. 

Raw SiLk—SHancuat.— After the receiptof 26th October mail, dealers 
became anxious to realise, and have since submitted to a reduction of about. 
5 tls. to 10 tls. per picul. The settlements estimated at 600 bales have 
been confined to Tsatlees and Taysaams; the unfavourable home advices 
for Yuenfss and Hainings having caused them to be neglected. The r 
ceipts from the interior have amounted to 1,000 bales, the late high prices 
having induced the growers to hurry forward all available supplies. 

Yokoutama.—The business within the past fortnight bis been of a 
more quiet character. ‘The firraness of the Japanese dealers as well asthe 
extreme elevation of prices have alike contributed to check the demand. 
Nothwithstanding {the favourable nature of the advices received by the 
last mail from Europe and the continuation of low exchanges, very few 
of the buyers are disposed to go on at the presentrates, We estimate the 
settlements to date at 8,000 bales, against 11,400 at the same time last 
The unsold steck on the market amounts to about 500 bales. 
are excessively scarce ; in default of them some 
houses are turning their attention to Dappionis and other lower stuffs which 
bring now prices more than double those of last year. 


COTTON. 

SHANGHAI.—A small business has been transacted at 16 to 164 tacls 
for fair ,quality, the difficulty of obtaining the staple dry being still felt. 
There is but a small stock of desirable cotton now at market, but there is 
litle doubt that the article would come forward freely should any advance 
in rates take place.

Hoxc Konc.— The demand for native consumption still con- 
tinues; supplies from the northern ports have fallen off, and the 
demand fully kecps pace with the supply.

The exports wiil certainly ex- 
hibits a considerable falling off as compared with last season's tables—un- 
less something unexpected should occur, the export of this article from 
China will hardly be half what it was last year.

DESPATCHES ON JAPAN. 
The following despatch from Earl Russell to Sir R. Alcock 


dispels the doubts which exist as to the approval of the attack 
on Simonosceki. 


Foreign Office, Jan. 31, 1865. 

Sir,—I have received your very full and able despatch of the 19th of 
November. 

Your former despatch contained a satisfactory justification of the course 
which, in co-operation with the representatives in Japan of the other 
Treaty Powers, you have so successfully pursued. Your despatch of the 
19th of November makes this justification complete. 

‘The despatches from this office of which you speak, were written in the 
belief at that tiie that trade was uninterrupted, and that no serious attack 
‘on Yokohama was in contemplation. 

Circumsiances on the spot were of a totally different complexion, The 
energetic course you pursued in concert with the representatives of the 
other Treaty Powers in these altered circumstances has been entirely ap- 
proved by Her Majesty's Government, as you will have found by my des- 
patch of tie 2nd of November. 

‘You were ordered home that you might in person give to Her Majesty's 
Government fuller information as to the state of things in Japan than mere 
despatches could convey, and that thus Her Majesty's Government might 
be able to come to a satisfactory decision as to the course of policy which 
it might be best to pursue with respect to Japan; but the order given to 

ou to return bome for that purpose was by no means to be understood as 
implying your removal from your post. 

On the contrary, after hearing {rom you your explanation of the present 
state of affairs in Japan, I shall wish you to return at once to Yokohama, 
to perform in Japan such additional meritorious services as may be expecte 
from your tried ability and long experience.—I am, &e.

SIR R. ALCOCK’S DESPATCH. 
( Standard—Opposition.) ¢ 

The last despatch of Sir Rutherford Alcock, written, as he says, on 
the eve of his departure from Japan, is a sad commentary on the whole 
infortunate history in which that zealous diplomatist hastaken so energetic 
apart, The barbarous murder of two British officers—one a man in the 
crime of life, the other a mere youth—whilst riding together on an ex- 
cusion of nineteen miles to a well-known and much-visited spot in the 

nity of Yokohama, is a confirmation of the melancholy admission of 
the British Minister, that ‘every foreigner who comes to Japan carries 
his life in his hands.” The toxaido of Kanagawa and the precincts of 
the Embassy at Jeddo have been stained with the blood of Englishmen ; the 
temple of Kamakura has now attained the same sad celebrity, and the 
colossal image of Buddha has been propitiated by a human offer. 
ing. Whatever the Japanese Government may do or say, what- 
ever ‘anxiety the Tycoon may feel, or profess to feel, to carry out the 
treaty and maintain the security of Europeans, whatever apologies Hida- 
xo Kami may be instructed to offer for outrages which cannot be atoned 
for, it is clear that in the hearts of the great majority of Japanese there 
exists the most invincible repugnance to the presence of fore‘gners in 
their country. Every two-sworded raffian who swaggers along the high 
road seems ‘to think ‘that he is only doing his duty to himself and his 
country if he can waylay and hack to pieces one of the hateful strangers 
whose presence in Japan he looks upon as an intolerable insult which is 
only to be wiped out in blood. Before the murder of poor Major 
Baldwin and Lieutenant Bird there had been no less than twelve mur- 
derous aitacks made upon foreigners between Yokohama and Jeddo 
during the short time that has elapsed since Lord Elgin’s mission. This 
murder makes the thirteenth in the bloody catalogue, and the last mail 
informs us of the assassination of two French sailors. 

‘The Government of the Tycoon has always professed the utmost wil- 
lingness to give redress. but with such indifferent success has it proved its 
zeal that in none of the murders preceding that of Baldwin and Bird 
have any of tle assassins been executed, or even arrested. Three men, it is 
true, were beheaded for the attack on the legation—that is to say, on the 
British Minister was informed tat that was the cause of their execution ; 
but the Government in exposing their heads did not venture to declare 
their crime to the people as having consisted in an attack upon foreigners ; 
and there is reason to believe that they were criminals who had already 








-been tried and condemned for some other offence. 


= 
The two men who» 
we are told, have been executed for the murder of these two officers, mays 
for all we can tell, have no more to do with the outrage than the man in 
the moon. The British functionaries at Yokohama and Jeddo have to 
take the word of the Japanese authorities in all such matters, and the 
communications of those personages are couched in such mysterious phrase~ 
ology, are such grotesque Oriental exaggerations of the dispatches of the“ Cir- 
cumlocution Office,” that the simple European mind is utterly ata loss in the 
effort to comprehend them or gainsay them. Our dealings with the Japanese 
have taught us as much as this—that this people is treacherous, cruel, re- 
vengefbl, and barbarous at heart. It is beyond the power of our diplo- 
matists 0 enter the lists against such duplicity and cunning. retiring 
Minister, who knows more of Japan than most men, tells his Government 
that if our position in these islands is to be maintained at all, its security 
must be assured “ by other means than any yet resorted to.” What does 
Sir R. Alcock with, and what does he advise? Are we to emulate the 
exploite of the American officers at Wilmington, and explode some mine 
which shall blow these forty millions of Japanese into another world? 
‘Are we to send a mighty army and fleet to Japan, bombard its seaports, 
pillage its towns, devastate its fertile fields, massacre its population, behead 
the Tycoon, and carry off the Mikado to Hong Kong? Are we to make 
a desert solitude of a country that was happy before we came there, 
that amidst charred wastes and smoking ruins we may establish ourselves 
and be at peace ?. To place matters on a satisfactory footing we must do 
something desperate of this sort. The alternative is in long years of 
trouble and strife, Englishmen assassinated and outraged armies and fleets 
set in motion in the vain effort to avenge them, the murderers escaping, 
the wrong men put to death or self-immolated by the “happy dispatch,” 
Jopanese and foreigners growing daily more hated and more hateful, the 
foreiyners gaining ground, the natives dying out of the world, till the drama 
of Indian empire is repeated, or the tragedy of Australian or American 
aborigines finds its parallel on a large scale. It becomes clearer and clearer 
every day, that neither Chinaman nor Japanese can long exist on 
a footing of equality or in the same polity with the Ruro- 
pean. nce bring them in contact and the struggle of race 
begins—the struggle that can only end in the extermination of the weaker, 
or the cruel supremacy of the stronger breed of man. Let it end how it 
may such a contest is an evil—a disgrace to us, and we not unnaturally 
ask, for whose advantage is it commenced or carried on? For the men 
to whom human life and happiness ate of small account when put in com= 
parison with the possible acquisition of wealth ; who see, with Mr. Bright, 
in the expansion of trade and commerce the millennium of mankind. The 
British Government can earn no honour or glory in these wars with bar- 
bariana, It may be put to an immense expense in carrying them on, its 
officers and servants may lose their lives in obedience to its behests, but in 
the sequel no one will be benefited but the trader, who, for selfish reasons 
of his own, has thrust himself into this ¢erra incognita of the Eastern seas. 
‘There was a period in English history, between the days of Elizabeth 
and the latter part of the reign of George the Third, when these remote 
enterprises were carried on at the sole cust and risk of the persons who 
alone could gain by them, There was once a“ Company of Merchants 
trading to the East Indies,” whicb, without aid of any kind from the 
British Government, built’ up an Empire for which Alexander and 
Tamerlane sighed in vain. If our rich merchants ot to-day desire to 
carry on a trade with China and Japan, why do they not relieve us of the 
responsibility of making yearly encroachments upon the territories of those 
ancient empires? Why are they not sulfered to take matters into their 
‘own hands, establish a Chinese and a Japanese Company, wage war as they 
please on their own account, accepting, without reference to us, the sweet 
fruits of viciory or the sour apples of failure? ‘The old independent sys~ 
tem of aggression in the East was far more advantageous to the Empire than 
the modern method of making the central Government pay for all, bear all, 
and suffer all, involving it in manifold denger and trouble for the benefit 
of the merchants who may find various bluck and brown potentates in the 
way of their trade. For the moment it is demanded, and not without 
good reason, that the latest outrage in Japan shall be avenged in an ex- 
emplary manner. For the future we object on principle to any appro~ 
priation of Imperial money, any use of Imperial forces, in the eternal 
quarrels between our merchants and the peoples of China and Japan. 
‘Those who trade in these parts should count the cost as well as the gain ; 
they should be prepared to defend themselves, and maintain by their own 
sacrifices the position which they have assumed. If we hesitate to spend 
a million of money, and sacrifice a thousand lives or s0, that they may 
earn a million by their traffic, and gain a thousand acres, they cannot fairly 
find fault with us. ‘The system of Lord Palmerston’s Government has 
been radically wrong, and a reconsideration of the whole subject is 





















































necessary. It is melancholy to think that we are dividing our force, 
and fiiitering away our strength in these miserable conflicts in 
remote and semi-burbarous couatrics. ‘There is agreat British fleet in 








the waters of China; there is a powerful naval force in the Bay of Jeddo 5 
and why? Because it seems likely enough that the central Government 
of Japan, or its officers, has been implicated, directly or indi 
murder of two Englishmen; because, however friendly the 
seem to be, the Mikado, or spiritual ruler of Japan, and the Daimios, or 
nobles, are known to be inspired by the most deadly hostility to foreigners ; 
because the local officials who sent to Yokohama the news of the attack on 
Baldwin and Bird, were not only guilty of equivocation, but waited uatil 
such time as they were assured that the victims were dead; because there 
is distinct evidence that after Lieutenant Bird had been groaning and 
weltering in his blood for eight long hours he was deliberately tmished by 
a swordcut across the bones of the neck, being at the time in the keeping 
of the Jocal officers at a sort of public hostelry. It is because all Japan 
seems in league against us, and banded together in this and other cowardly 
outrages, that we seem called upon to strike some blow in self-defence 
that shall resound through the fength and breadth of the East. But why 
did we ever go there, or, being there, did we not retire when we found that 
our visit was so unwelcome? Jt is the rule with gentlemen in most 
European countries, wien they find their company undesired, to refrain 
from pressing it further on an unwilling host. ‘The custom which prevails 














in private lite might be carried out between nations, with much advan 
tage to the peace and comfort of the world. 
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COTTON SUPPLY FOR 1865. 
(Economtsr.) 

Our estimate of the probable supply and consumpt'on of cotton during 
the year just commenced appears to be regarded by thoso qualified to 
judge to be as correct as such conjectural calculations ever can be. On 
‘two points only have we received criticisms which appear to suggest some 
slight modification of the anti tions we expressed. 

1, We are reminded that a considerable proportion of the increased 
supply which we have obtained from the three Indian Presidencies since 
1860 is owing not altogether, nor perhaps principally, to increased produc- 
tion, but in a very considerable measure to the diversion to our markets 

- ofthe large quantities which used to be exported to China, but which during 
the last four years have been atracted hither by our high prices, For 
example, the real increase of exports from Bombay has not been from 
508.000 to 1,043,000 bales, but only from 710,000 bales to 1,043,000 ; 
and a similar remark may be made with even greater force in reference 
to the Madrasand Bengal exports. It is probable, therefore, that the 
augmented growth in India may not be as large as has been believed, and 
that our calculation of the supply thence may be a little over sanguine. 

2. It is thought by some competent observers that we have over-csti- 
mated the dispersion of the factory population by migration and perma- 
nent absorption into new occupaiions. The most careful inquiries have, 
we are informed, only been able to trace the disappearance of about 
40,000 persons; and this number includes young children as well as 
actual factory bands. Still, we incline to doubt whether the residual 
numbers could work up more than 40,000 bales a week of such cotton as 
‘now constitutes the average of our imports. 


(MONEY MARKET REVIEW.) 

Up to 1860 the sum paid by Europe for the cotton exported from 
India did not exceed seven millions a year. In 1860-61 the bullion im- 
ported into Bombay alone, for the most part in payment for colton, ex- 
ceeded six millions; and, in the four years tince that, the amount of the 
Precious metals thrown into that one city has been at least sixty millions 
sterling, and neatly all for cotton, To India combined, Europe has of 
late paid about forty millions a year, of which more than half is in bullion 
for cotton, ‘The effect of this new state of things in Western India is 
described by the Times’ correspondent in his letter of the 30th December, 
and his description is pregnant with jastruction alike tothe dealer in 
cotton andthe dealer in money. We are told that in Bombay many 
Parsee and Hindoo, anda smailer number of English, or rather Scotch, 
merchants find themselves possessed of sums which are reckoned by 
millions, and speak with contempt of so small an amount as a lac of rupees, 
or £10,030. Hindoos and Parsees, who were a short time ago petty 
brokers or shopkeepers, are now millionaires. A Hindoo clerk, recently 
employed in an Enzlish counting-house at £30 a-year, has become sud- 
denly possessed of about two millions sterling. The second son of Sir 
Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy has become the millionaire of Bombay, his capital 
being computed at 24 millions sterling; and if the present price for ra 
cotton should continue for another two years, this 24 millions may be 
doubled. These are only two cases out of twenty of the same nature, and 
all classes have grown more or less rich out of our cotton famine. 
‘The peasantry are rolling in wealth, and the occupation of the usurer is 
gone, while the housing and feeding of the agricultural class put England 
to shame. One agricultural labourer prides himself on fine breed of 
bullocks, for which he has paid five times the old price; another rides 
his horse,a third makes the tires of his cart wheels of silver, and a fourth 
carries large bags of rupees at the ends of poles in a festive procession. 
Even in Kandcish. the only country not recovered from the Mabratta 
devastations, the Times’ correspondent saw a crowd of peasants squatting 
round two agents from Bombay, one with 40,000 rupees and the other 
with 30,000, “ paying for the growing crop at enormously high rates.”

OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 
The seventh session of the present Parliament was opened on the 7th 
inst. As it was known that it was to be opened by commission there was 
not that interest that is usually inanifested when Her Majesty herself pre- 
sides at the opening of the great council of the nation. Notwithstanding 
the drizzling rain which had been falling all the morning, a few hundred 
rsons hud assembled in Parliament-street, Palace-yard and Westminster- 
all, curious to see the members as they passed in, In the House of 
Lords three of the back benches on the Opposition side were filled with 
ladies in morning costume, as was also the gallery, but the attendance of 

ra Was scanty. At two o'clock, when the Commissioners made their 
appearance, there were not more than ten or twelve peers present, amongst 
whom we observed the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Archbishop of 
Yori, and the Bishops of Lincoln and Ely, the Earl of Dalhousie, Lord 
8. Maur, and Lord Redesdale. The Lords Commissioners were the 
Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Somerset, Earl of St. Germans, Lord 
Stanley of Alderley, and Viscount Sydney. 

‘The Commissioners having taken their seats, the Lord Chanceflor re- 
quested the attendance of the Commons, to hear the Royal speech read, 
and a minute or two afterwards a tumultuous noise was heard, and the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, accompanied by a number of mem- 
bers, appeared at the bar. 

‘The Lonp CuaNcetton then read, as follows— 

THE QUEEN'S SPEECH. 
“ My Lords and Gentlemen, : 

We are commanded to assure you that Her Majesty has great satis- 
faction in recurring again to the advice and assistance of Her Parliament. 

“The negotiations in which the Emperor of Austria and the King of 
Prussia were engaged with the King of Denmark were brought to  con- 
Clusion by a Treaty of Peace; and the communications which Her

ights accorded by Treaty to Great Britain and to certain other Powers; 
and the Japanese Government having failed to compel him to desist from 
his lawless proceedings, the Diplomatic Agents and the Naval Commanders 
of Great Britain, France, the Netherlands and the United States of North 
Amel undertook a combined operation, for the purpose of asserting the 
rights which their respective Goveroments have obtained by Treaty. 
That operation has been attended with complete success; and the result 
has afforded security for foreign commerce, and additional strength to the 
Government of Japan, with which the relations of Her Majesty are 
friendly.

«Her Majesty regrets the conflict with eome of the native tribes in

CHINA, JAPAN, AND STAM. 

Mr. S, FrrzceRatp gave notice that on the first supply day he should 
move for a return of the expenses of the diplomatic and consular establish 
ments in -China, Japan, and Siam, since the date of the treaty of 1842, 
of the indemnities received from the Japanese Government, of the ex- 
penses of military operations in China, and of the fees received by Her 
Majesty's consular and other servants in’ China. 











‘Tn our last issue we noticed the increased 
d by the mail since arrived we have advices 
of the despatch of a vessel with 337 for Tahiti, on behalf of the Tahiti 
Cotton and Coffee Company (Limited). About 250 acres of cotton have 
been planted, and a cargo may shortly be expected here. It appears pro- 
bable that at no very distant period a direct trade will spring up between 
China and the Pacific ports of Mexico. An active trade formerly existed 
between Acapulco and Manila, and with the rising fortunes of Mexico, a 
certain increase in European and American immigration to that country 
and the further development of its resources, there is no reason why com- 
mercial relations should not be extended to the Eastern continent. Good 
roads lead from the Pacific ports both to the city of Mexico and to Vera 
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Cruz, touching on the route at numerous important towns. There is 
every probability, too, that a demand for Chinese coolies will shorily be 
created for the cultivation of cereals and other products in the great longi- 
tudinal valleys—a work for which this race is eminently suited. 

‘Oua NavaL Yarvs.—Mr. King bas lately published his report for the 
Government of the United States. He was deputed to make an ex- 
amination of our yards. Mr. King, the Federal Commissioner, addresses 
his observations principally to the resources we possess for the construction 
and equipment of an iron-clad navy. He does, it is true, describe the 
situation, extent, and general capacities of all our national establishments, 
‘and he gives an account of our navy and its composition as necessary to 
the completeness of his report; but the object of his inquiry, as we shall 
presently explain, was a spevial one, and it is curious to see the manner 
in which it is reached. His admiration was evidently excited by the 
resources of our private yards. He enumerates the great commercial 
companies engaged in iron slupbuilding, and says that no such establish- 
ments are to be found out of Great Britain. The yards on the Thames 
‘actually produce, he observes, 117,000 tons of iron vessels yearly ; those 





on the Clyde, 120.700 tons; those on the Mersey, 80,000. Altogether, | 


and including smaller establishments, our private yards could turn out in a 
gle year iron ships to the extent of 400.000 tons and upwards ; indeed, 
Mr. King is of opinion that the actual product of the kingdom in the year 
Jast past was not less than 500,000 tons.

His heart is set upon a great Govern- 
ment establishment, and, after candidly describing the resources of our 

rivate yards, he carefully adds that we regard them as insufficient, and 
Five evtablished public yard by way of check or supplement, Chatham 
delighted him, and he expatiates with infinite zest on the qualities of the 
Achilles, She was “the first iron ship,” he tells us, “ built in a British 
dockyard ;” in fact, with the exception of two French frigates, the Couronne 
and the Acroine, she is “the only iron ship built in any public yard.” 
Yet she is a miracle of success. ‘She has been afloat ten months, and 
during that time, I am informed on reliable authority, not as much as a 
wineglass of water has leaked into her. This is a circumstance unparalleled 
in the history of shipbuilding, and unless she should be run on a hard 
bottom there is no reason why she should not remain tight for many years.” 
Here Mr. King evidently finds his ideal of a dockyard realise He 
frankly admits that Messrs. Laird’s yard has advantages even over Chatham 
Dut he is not content with private yards at all. As for his own country, 
under existing circumstances,” he says, * the best of our private yards 
could not construct one such vessel as the British frigate Achilles within 
three or four years; several iron gunboats which were contracted for more 
than two years ago are not yet completed, and will not be for some 
months.” Indeed, he declares that “ the capabilities of all the iron yards” 
in America are not equal to those of the best private yard on the Thames. 

‘Tne, Israsus of Suez Casat.—The following letter has been tor- 
warded by M. Ferdinand de Lesseps to all the chambers of commerce in 
Europe :—* Paris, Jan. 3lst—Gentlemen,— A first communication is now 
the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. Since the lst of 
January a daily boat service bas been established from Port Said to Suez, 
and between Ismaila and Zagazig. At the same time it serves all the in- 
termediary stations of the Isthmus. I have recently made several journeys 
along the line of works. During each of these 1 have established the 
facility of transit and have also clearly obtained its recognition by the 
numerous visitors who have done me the honour to accompany me. In 
a large barque carrying fiom 25 to 30 perions and tuzged by a steamer, 
for which the company is indebted to the liberality of his Imperial High- 
ness Prince Napoleon, we accomplished the 150 kilometres separating the 
two seas in 24 hours. These facts appeared to me of a character likely 
to attract the attention of the different chambers of commerce ‘h, in 
0 many Wass, are interested in the completion of the Suez Canal. The 
time has arrived when commerce must be prepared for the opening of this 
maritime canal to vessels of large burden, aud the Sucz Company calls 
upon it henceforth to study with it the means of making use of 
® boat service, which can already transport goods and passengers 
between the two seas along a continuous line of wacer at least one 
metre twenty inches in depth and fifteen metres in breadth, With this 
object, gentlemen, the administration of the company has the honour to 
propose that you make chvice of a representative to proceed to Egypt in 
order that he may report to you upon the actual state of the works, upon 
the prospects presented of their approaching conclusion, and more espe- 
cially upon the retources at present furnished to commerce by the estab- 
lishment of a daily service for the transport of persons aud merchandise. 
In view of these opcrations the company has ordered six small steam tugs, 
to be delivered upon the spot in four months. I trust these circumstances 
will arouse the attention of the Chamber of Commerce of 3 and 
if it will afford us the assistance asked for, it would be convenient that 
the delegate it may choose should be at Alexandria upon the 6th of April 
nest. I myself shall be in I; gvpt to receive the delegates, and shall en- 
deavour to afford them every facility for inspecting the works on the 
Isthmus, and will place at their disposal all information which they may 
judge necessary for the accomplishment of their mission. Receive, gen- 
tlemen, the expression of my sentiments of high cunsideratio Signed) 
Ferdinand de Le:seps, President of the Gniversal Company of the Suez 
Canal.” This circular has been addressed to the chambers,of commerce 
of twenty-eight cities. London, not ‘prsstting a chamber of commerce, 
an analogous letter has been addressed to the Lord Mayor, with a request 
to communicate it to the Common Council of this city. 

FatavAcctDEenT ON Boanp tHe * Fan East.”—Mr. Richards held 
an inquiry at the Spotted Dog Tavern, Poplar, respecting the death of 
Edwin Godolphin, aged twenty years, who was killed on board the China 
steam-thip, Far Bust, Mr. Win, Stephenson, the chief officer of the 
ship, said they arrived in the Thames from China. The deceased, who 
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wasan ordinary seaman on board, was ordered to go aloft to reef the 
signal halyards that the flags might be displayed. For that purpose he 
went to the extreme top of the mast, a height of 189 feet, and while 
engaged in bis duty he fell off and came headlong down on to the deck. 
He pitched on his head on to a boat which was bottom upwards, and so 
great was the force with which he fell that he smashed in the bottom of 
the boat. His skull was crushed in, and he was of course killed on the 
spot. The witness did not know how the deceased came to fall, unless 
it was through the extreme cold having benumbed his hands, The jury 
returned a verdict of ‘* Accidental death.” 

Tue Suez Canat.—The Moniteur contains the following state- 
ments :—The city of Suez appears destined to assume considerable im- 
portance within a short time, Four great companies have already con- 
structed workshops there, and one of them, the Egyptian company, the 
‘Azizi’, formed for working the commerce of the Red Sea, has its principal 
establishment at Suez. Numerous houses are being erected to supply 
the wants of an ever-increasing population of merchants, assistants, and 
workmen from all countries. It is easy to foresee, however, that the future 
city will not be built on the present site. A bank which becomes dry at 
low water extends for a mile and a quarter opposite Suez, and at the 
extremity of this bank the maritime canal will empty itself; and here 
also the Messageries Company will build its basin for the repair of its 
vessels. A jetty which is finished will soon bring the basin into commu- 
nication with the Cairo railway by means of a tramway. All these works 
| constitute the nucleus of a new city which will be established on the bank 
itself, and, thanks to the development of the shore, under circumstances 

more favourable to commercial interests. Suez owes its growing prosperity 
principally to the Universal Company of the Isthmus of Suez and to that 
of the Messageries Impériales. ‘The portion of the fresh water canal 
which the first of these companies has to construct is terminated, with the 
exception of the sluices, in the formation of which no time is lost. Their 
speedy completion will allow merchandise to be conveyed by the canal 
from Port Said to Suez in vessels of a light draught of water. The com- 
pany of the Messageries Impériales, which, with eleven steam vessels, 





| conveys traffic from India and China, has been in regular operation from 


| Oct. 27, 1862, and has no occasion to envy the rival service of the 
English company. ‘The two places where the repairs of vessels are prin- 
cipally carried on are Suez and Saignon. At Suez a basin for repairs, 
capable of receiving vessels of the largest size, will be finished in fifteen 
months. A large workshop has been established in the midst of the 
sands, and surrounded by workmen's cities for both Europeans and Arabs, 
From the present time the company will possess the means of effecting 
the most important repairs of machinery. Fresh water from the canal is 
conducted to the workshops and into the city by pipes a mile and a 
quarter in length, and in a short space of time fountains will supply every 
person with all the water he may need, to the great astonishment of the 
‘Arab population, 

Waeck or THE “ Assays."—A very disastrous 5] k has taken 
place on the extreme portion of the south coast of Ireland, in Ross 
near Galley Head, between Cape Clear and the old Head of Kinsale, 
The unfortunate vessel was a fine large teak-built ship, called the Assaye, 
originally constructed asa steam frigate for the East India Company. 
She was launched at Bombay, and was of more than 1,500 tons burden, 
The Assaye left Bombay, with a most valuable cargo of East India pro- 
duce, for Liverpool in the course of last October, and nothing was heard 
} until the receipt of the telegram on the 90th ult., intimating that the sbi 
had been cast on the rocks in Ross Bay early that morning, and that the 
commander had been drowned in endeavouring to reach the shore. The 
first despatch left some hope that the cargo would be saved. but a subsequent 
telegram announced that the ship had gone to pieces. The cargo, which 
comprised 6,254 bales of cotton, 556 bales of wool, 200 bales of jute, 
99 tons of linseed, and other merchandise, is strewn on the shore for mil 
The ship was valued at £40,000. Both vessel and cargo were largely in- 
sured at Lloyd's, and in the different marine insurance-offices in London, 
Liverpool, and Glasgow, he Assaye was the property of E. M. de 
Bussche, Esq., late of Shanghai, and others.

He had attended in his place at the House of 
Commons the previous evening, had dined at the House, and returned 
home apparently in his accusiomed bealth and spirits, but died im the 
morning at four o'clock. 
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A Covarer’s Daxoun iw Cocuin-Cara.—A letter from Cochin- 
China mentions that the arrival of letters at Barriah from Saigon was re- 
cently delayed by a singular incident. The native who acts as courier 
being some time overdue, the commander of the place sent a detachment 
to see what had become of him, when, after an hour's march, the troo} 
found the unfortanate Indian perched at the top of a high bamboo, while 
‘two enormous tigers were at the foot rolling over the letter-box. The 
courier was then released from his uncomfortable position, and enabled to 
continue his journey. 

Tur Resits at AMoy.—The following extract from a letter has been 
published in The Times :—“ I dare say you know from ——’s letter that 
we have got the Taipings very near us; i fact they are now within 15 
tailes of this place. They bave defeated the forces of the native author 
ties in two engagements, and there is nothing {ue far as they are concerned) 
to prevent their taking Amoy as soon as they please. We have four 
‘boats and a large corvette for the defence of the foreign community. 
I don't see, if the Taipings land on Amoy and set fire to the city, what 
is to savo the Hongs, especially as the prevailing winds at this time of the 
Jett are, generally Tortkceast, which would blew the flames right upon 
them. 1e only way to save them would be to land a sufficient force of 
‘marines and blue-jackets to blow up the Chinese houses in the immediate 
vicinity of the Hongs In the event of there being a disturbance at 
Kulangsen a party of marines are to take the women and children up to 
the Consulate, the entrance to which is defended by an Armstrong 12lb. 
gun. I suppose, in such a case, the inhabitants and marines would have 
to try and prevent the other houses on the island from being plundered, 
‘These are all measures of precaution which I hope may not be needed. 
‘Still it is necessary to be prepared for whatever may occur.” 

Tue ReseLs Naaz Amoy.—The following letter bas been published 
dated Amoy, Dec. 12, 1864. You have beard lately ofthe taking of Chang- 
hen by the rebels, They still hold the city in force, and not a single one 
of those native Christians who were in the city when it was taken has suc- 
‘ceeded in ewaping. About ten days ago the rebels made a sally in force, 
and attacked the Imperial forees, who were posted near Chiob-! ‘he 
rebels completely routed them and scattered them in all directions. Of 
course such a defest as this caused a complete panic over all the region 
near the scene of battle. Chioh-bey is almost completely deserted, and 
only one or two persons remain of what was a flourishing church in that 

lace. As to Amoy we have little fear, for at present we have four gun- 

its and one large man-of-war to protect us. It is needless for me to 
‘say that the pt sapend state of matters proves vei indering to every part of 
our work. The country is in such a very disturbed state that access to most 
.of our stations is for the present entirely out of the question. We-can still 
visit, with comparative safety, the Pechnia and the Bay-pay regions, but 
‘beyond we dare not go. We have no definite idea of what the rebel force 
is, as to numbers, but we they are much more numerous than we 
‘were at first inclined to believe. The mandarins seem to be incapable of 
pling with a danger of such magnitude, and there seems to be no call 

for foreigners interfering any further than is necessary for’ the protection 
-of life and property, so that at present, in these circumstances, we cannot 
form any opinion as to what the result may be. Notwithstanding all this, 
I have news of a most cheering and encouraging character to communicate. 
Sabbath, the 4th inst., was a day long to be remembered in Bay-pay. It 
‘was our Communion Sabbath there, ‘and Mr. Cowie, Mr. M‘Gregor, and 
I went there together. You have heard that for some time past there has 
‘been a large influx of interested persons at Bay-pay, and you were also 
‘aade aware of our hopes and fears in regard to them. We feared much 
that in the present disturbed state of the region numbers of them would 
ave drawn back. Such, however, has not been the case; they come in 
the usual numbers without any abatement. I can imagine with what feel- 
ings of joy you, Sir, would have looked upon our congregation on the 4th 
inst, Our little chapel was not merely erowded ; it was packed by a body 
-of nearly 200 persons. There was not an inch of room to spare, and all 
these were persons who are in the habit of keeping the Sabbath and 
‘attending the means of grace. In the forenoon I baptised five male 
-adalts, and in the aftemoon Mr. Cowie dispensed the Communion. It 
‘was a cheering sight to us and our native brethren. May it stir up 
all our dear friends at home to more prayer on behalf of this mission! I 
-cannot help saying in one word more that the whole aspect of things at 
Bay-pay is something for which the committee have great reason to thank 
God, and more especially as time and trial are most severely testing those 
cmho desire to cast in their lot with the people of God.—W. 8. SWANSON. 
‘Tne Horsors or Wanrane In Cutna.—A letter from a gentleman 

in China, dated “ Amoy, October 27, 1864,” contains the following :— 
You will be surprised when I tell you that the Nankin rebels have ap- 
peared in large force in this immediate neighbourhood, causing the greatest 
‘exeitement both among Chinese and foreigners. On the 14th instant the 
large district city of Changchow, one tide only distant from Amoy, fell 
‘into their hands, and that place is now one mass of blood and fire. The 
place contained some 700,000 people. ‘The rebels got into the city in 
disguise, and when their time was come, they closed all the city gates, 
‘and commenced an indiscriminate slaughter, at the same time firing the 
‘city in several places. A few have escaped to tell the tale of horror. 
The place is still burning, and dead bodies fill the streets—in some places 
four feet deep. The rebels, in their merch, take all the young and good- 
looking girls as cooks and mistresses; the young and able-bodied men as 
‘coolies to carry their luggage; while the ill-looking or less-favoured 
‘women, and the sick, old, or infirm, of both sexes, they slaughter without 
mercy.” We fully expect and have been looking for their appearance here 
for some time, and would not feel surprised any night to be aroused by 
the alarm of fire. We are, however, preparing to receive them. We 
have formed ourselves into = volunteer corps, and every afternoon go 
through the regular manual and platoon exercises. Every afternoon 
‘we meet on the jetty, and march up to our house with the rifle and 
Dayonet. Our aj ce, we fondly imagine, is calculated to strike 
terrer into the minds of the unsophisticated yet lawless natives. The 
commissioner is our drill-sergeant, he having been connected with the 
volunteer movement in London since its commencement. We are 
divided into watches throughout the night. On Sunday Her Majesty’s 
ahip Adventure called in, on ber way to Japan, with instructions to wait 
an wee if any assistance was required.” Her Majesty’s gunboats Flamer, 
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Opossum, and Janus, will be here in a day or two, so we have now 
material aid quite sufficient to protect us from everything but fire and 
asamination. ‘The Chinese themselves are utterly helpless, The 
mandarins collect the thieves daily, and give them each a quantity of 
cash to be ‘good boys ’at the present time. The Chinese merchants are 
preparing to flee, chartering vessels at exorbitant rates in order that they 
may save themselves and treasure at any moment. Foreigners, too, have 
their office-books in small boxes for convenience of carriage; and their 
treasure is likewise packed ready for shipment at a moment’s notice. Trade 
has quite stopped, and this port, only last month one of the most pros- 
perous in the south of China, is now quite paralysed, and will take a long 
time—some think years—to recover.”” 

Tue Moapga or Mason Batpwin anv Lieut. Brev.—The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a private letter from Shanghai, dated Dec. 8, 
1864 :— The news from Japan which has come to hand is dreadful. 
Two officers—Major Baldwin and Lieut. Bird—of the 20th, were ona 
visit to Daibooto, which isa temple at Kamukura, about twenty miles 
from Yokohama. They were attacked while sketching in the ground, 
and cut to pieces. There waa no Tokaido business. They were where 
they had a right to be; andthe murder is one of the most atrocious yet 
in the annals of our intercourse with Japan. Sir R. Alcock, the British 
Minister, has not left,and I am giad to think he means to takestrong measures, 
Yedo ought to be destroyed. If the Summer Palace was destroyed at 
Peking for the murder of Brabazon and others, most 
such steps be taken in regard to this affair. A man's li 
valued at so many dollars. For, if the Japanese think we will only ask 
them to pay so many thousands for a man being cut down, these 
hideous murders will always be on record. This one is a horrid business. 
It is worse than Richardson’s—and that was bad enough; but for two 
gentlemen, beloved by all who knew them, to be butchered in cold blood, 
and cut and hacked to pieces in a manner too disgusting to narrate, is = 
fate no one would wish to meet with. There is no need now to treat 
with the Mikado, the Tycoon, or the Gorojio; it is useless. Strong re- 
aliation, swift vengence, and severe punishment should be the award for 
such ple. Iam not inclined to be hasty; but this istoo much. And 
if our Home Government does not order immediate steps to be taken, 
then the lives of all of usin Japan are not worth a rush, and the fiendish 
spirit of the Japanese will only be shown too often if we accept dollars as 
the redress for men murdered in cold blood, and for no cause.”

Cou v. THE AGRA AND MasTERMaN’s BANK.—Mr. Selwyn (with 
whom was Mr. Begg) moved for an injunction in this case to restrain the 
Agra and Masterman’s Bank from prosecuting an action against the 
plaintif, Colonel Arthur Lowry Cole, in respect of a three-months’ bill 
for £10,000, which Colonel Cole, a Mr. Druce, and Messrs. Shield, the 
railway contractors, made themselves jointly and severally liable to pay. 
The application was based on a statement by the plaintiff that the manager 
of the bank, at the time the mote was negotiated, distinctly understood 
that Colonel Cole was not to be looked upon as further responsible on 
the note than to see that it was eventually paid out of the Deeiy 
Railway Company's funds, when such company should be sufficiently 
established to honour the advance made upon the security in question. 
This representation of the plaintiff was distinctly denied by the defendants, 
and the plaintiff's counsel not being instructed to undertake to 
the money into court to abide the issue, his Honour refused the motion 
without hearing the other side.

THE JAPANESE POLICY OF INTIMIDATION. 

In our issue of the 26th ult., we bricfly commented on the 
terrible tragedy enacted in the environs of Yokohama, express- 
ing the hopo that matters would be promptly adjusted, instead 
of being allowed to remain over and gather strength, as in the 
case of Mr. RicHarvsoy,— indicating the results to be anticipated 
from shaping our course in Japan in the light of that experience 
we have gained in dealing with the Chinese, in critical junctures, 
during the last twenty years, There is no material difference 
between the Japanese and Chinese. It is to be hoped that Sir 
Rorgerrorp Aucock did not suffer the fact of his recall to 
interfere with demands for large redress, and that such demands 
were not limited to the delivery of the murderers to the British 
authorities, The author and abettors of the bloody deed, and 
the motives by which they were actuated, is no impenetrable 
mystery. As to the two-sworded assassins, we know whence 
they came and whither they went. Emissaries of the Mikabo, 
they but did their master’s bidding, choosing their own time and 
selecting their own opportunity. The implicit obedience of the 
Yaconins to superior authority excludes the idea that 
they sought to gratify their own personal resentments, These 
murders constitute a State crime, for which the State must 
make atonement ; and this, to be effective, must be such as the 
Government and the whole empire will feel keenly and acutely, 
otherwise we have but to anticipate a repetition of like deeds, 
deadly attacks on foreign residents similar to those made on 
merchants of Osaca to restrain any dealings with us through 
their Yokohama agents. The refusal of the Mikapo to ratify 
the arrangements made with the ‘Iycoon’s Government after 
the forcing of the Simonoseki Straits, even to the extent of 
paying the indemnity, proves that late events have but quickened 
the hostility of the Court of Kioto, and that no means will be 
spared that malice and cunning can suggest to extract from 
mew concessions all their value. In the abstract, it is of little 
concern to us what this Spiritual Eapzror approves or disap- 
proves; possibly we should have gone to him at the 
first instead of the Txcoon; but having recognised the 
latter as Sovereign of the empire, we abide by this 
recognition, and refuse, so far as our own action is con- 
cerned, to await the endorsement of the Mikapo. As 
surely as a crisis in affairs arises, as surely the MIKaDo 
seeks to stretch his prerogatives at the expense of the Tycoon, 
aided in this by a powerful combination among the leading 
maritime Daimios, To touch this throned assassin to the 
quick, no means would be more effectual than that of giving 
the Trcoon assurance that we would espouse his cause, at all 
hazards, to the damage of his too encroaching rival, and against 
anythostile Daimios, and avert from him all dangerous cou- 
wequences from his concessions. This, however, will be tho 
work of time, and instant retribution is demanded. Our 
business is to take material guarantees should other satisfaction 
fail. We long since urged the military occupation of the island 
at the entrance of the Simonoscki Straits. There are other 
commanding positions within the Samuda Sea which might be 
seized with equal advantage, and held with still greater ease ; 
whilst the blockade of the embouchures of the great rivers which 
empty themselves into this inner sea, would place two- 
thirds of the archipelago at our mercy. All this should have 



























{ been done and done quickly, not in the blind and uncalculating 
spirit of vengeance, but in the interests of civilisation, the 
protection of that which we hold most sacred—the lives of 
British subjects, All the great Powers are of one accord in 
checking, by whatever means may be requisite, the Japanese 
policy of intimidation. Is it that théy are to be foiled by 
superior cunning? Blood must be made to pay the price of 
blood even in Japan, and its barbarous rulers be compelled to 
eat, at the dictate of the hated foreigner, the fruit of their own 
doings. We understand that our Government sends out specific 
instructions to its representative in Japan in reference to the 
terms of reparation, and the means by which the satisfaction 
demanded is to be secured. These instructions include the 
demand for a heavy indemnity to the families of Major Baup- 
win and Lieutenant Brrp, In the Patrie we find these demands 
detailed as follows, but we cannot endorse them :— 

We are assured that the English Government has sent imperative 
orders to its Minister in Japan to obtain immediate reparation for the 
murder of Major Baldwin and Lieutenant R. Bird, assassinated near 
Kamakura. This reparation will consist ia a sum of not less than a 
million francs (upwards of £40,000) for the families of the two victins, 
and in the exemplary punishment of the guilty parties. To obtain this 
reparation as promply as posible, the English Admiral wll hermetically 
close the ports of Osacca, Yedo, and seize all the Japanese ships whi 


may be found there.” 

















THE JAPANESE QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


Tne Parliamentary papers on Japan which have just been 
published, contains the correspondence of Sir R, Atcock detail- 
ing the reasons for attacking Simonoseki, and the convention 
made with the Prince of Nacato and the Tycoon, These 
despatches will be noticed in our next issue. ‘The last despatch 
of Sir RuTHERFoRD ALCOCK relative to the murder of Major 
Batpwis and Lieutenant Brrp constitute a summary of all the 
information we have of this tragedy. It is remarkable that 
Sir Rurwerrorp, with his knowledge of Japan, should regard 
the event as the mere result of a sudden and uncontrollable 
outbreak of temper on the part of the Yakonins. The con- 
tents of this letter, together with the circumstances attending 
the Simonoseki expedition, the subsequent arrangement with 
the Tycoon’s Government, the motives which led tofthere call of 
Sir RurHERFoRD ALCOCK, the retribution and compensation de- 
manded for the murder of the two British officers, and the charac- 
ter of the governmental policy to be applied to Japan, will consti- 
tute one of the inquiries to be addressed to Ministers, Ru- 
mour points to Mr. DisragLt as the interrogator, and, doubt- 
less, correctly, unless the honourable member should be an- 
ticipated by some too forward Liberal below the gangway, An 
active, and, possibly, acrimonious debate on our relatious with 
Japan is imminent. The following is a summary of Sir R 
Axcock’s despatch alluded to :— 


‘The despatch from the British Minister adds some very important detaile 
to those previously known in England of the unhappy event it refers to, 
and much aggravates the horrible nature of the murders. As regards the 
actual commission of the offence, Sir Rutherford points to the evidence 
of a little boy, about eleven years old, as by far the most explicit and trust. 
worthy. “He says he saw the two officers riding leisurely one alter the 
other, the younger (Lieutenant Bird) first; and then two samurais, who- 
bad already roughly warned him to go away as there was danger, draw 
their swords and Tush upon the unsuspecting travellers, The first 
was instantly dismounted, when the boy in terror took fright, and 
saw no more.” What immediately followed remains in some degree veiled 
in mystery, The dead, it would appear, were removed, afler an un- 
certain interval of an hour or two, to the vicinity of a tea-house, and 
there laid together on mats stretched on the ground,and a bamboo shed. 
raised over them. Intelligence was sent to the head man of the nearest 
village, and from about 5 ,o. (the murders having been committed about 
2 p.at.) they must be held to have been in his custody. A Japanese 
doctor was sent for, and he and others “ depose to have been with the 
survivor, to have heard him speak, move his head, drink, or seem to drink, 
the medicine—until about 10 o'clock, when they say he died.” “ The 
horrible circumstance connected with these facts (continues Sir R. 
Alcock) is the evidence of the surgeons, after careful post-mortem exami- 
nation of the wounds, that one which Lieutenant Bird received across the 
back of the neck had divided the spine across the bones of the second and 
third cervical vertebree, completely severing the spinal cord at that point 5 
and they declare that after receiving such a wound he could not have sur- 
vived, but must have died almost instantaneously, The only inference 
upon’ such evidence is, that this unhappy victim of Japanese trea- 
chery received his death wound while in the custody of bis 
keepers, and many hoursafter the first onslaught. . . . se 
‘The assassin must have turned over the helpless body of his victim and 
struck a savage blow down through the spine, so exactly in the line of the 
original wound as not to be distinguishable from the first, or thrust a sharp- 
bladed knife into the first wound, dividing the cord, and that only, almost 
with surgical precision. But this implies a degree of forethought and calcula- 
tion, if not of scientific knowledge as to the functions of the spine of which I 
do not believe Japanese samurais capable.” What could have been the motive 
for such consummate ferocity? The impulse that dictated it is no doubt 
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the one suggested by Mr. Consul Winchester, who says :—“ The inference 
from these premises (if they can be depended on) is very sad, viz., th 
the ruffians, finding the prolongation of Mr. Bird’s life rendered it possible 
that ho might live to tell his story to some passing foreigner (for besides 
Mr. Wirgman’s party at Fusisawa there were three or four Dutch nat 
officers who arrived at Kamakura or Fusisawa before dark, and rem: 
‘at a tea-house about a mile distant from the spot), finished the hours of 
the unhappy youth by the coup de grace on the neck.” : 

‘The difficulties that lay in the way of obtaining a correct and cireum- 
stantial account of what occurred are insurmountably augmented by the 
Japanese practice in such cases. The Governor of Kanagawa received 
intelligence of what had occurred between nine and ten o'clock the same 
evening, but he does not communicate with Mr. Consul Winchester till 
one o'clock the next morning. assigning very plausible reasons for the 
delay—such as having to find the Vice-Governor, having to walk two 
miles to the Consul’s house, &c. The despatch observes :—‘ This was 
not very satisfactory, but unfortunately it was not without many prece- 
dents. " It appears to be the invariable rule, in all cases where foreigners 
have been murdered, in the first place to send, for instructions no doubt, 
to the Government at Yedo, and despatch their own emissaries to 
the scene. The last step is taken, I believe, with the object prin- 
cipally of securing what evidence is to be had on the spot, and pro- 
viding against any being given to the foreign Consuls, other than such 
as they, the authorities, shall. deem fitting or expedient.” Such a 
een on the part of the Government of course has its effect on 
the behaviour of the people. ‘The keeper of the tea-house and his wife 
obstinately refused to give any information.” Mr. Consul Winchester 
post out to the examining officer that ‘the wounded men must have 

een discovered by some one person or party in the first instance, and 
th at no one had been produced as first giving the alarm. He admitted 
this, and said that they had been actively trying to discover who the person 
rsons were. Also that the priests or officers of the great temple ought 
to be in a condition to give some account of the two samurai [supposed to 
be the actual murderers} stated by the sweetmeat seller to have gone up 
to the shrine to pray. ‘The answer to this was an admission that such 
inquiries had not been made, and that they would at once b on foot.” 
jir Rutherford considers that the Tycoon and his council alike deplore 
the perpetration uf such acrime, at this time more especially, and he thinks 
it very probable to be the act of those who are equally hostile to the 
Tycoon and to foreigners. 

















THE TAIPING REBELS AT AMOY. 

Evrpestiy the remnant of the Taiping hordes, dispersed after 
the capture of Nanking, are concentrating near the treaty port 
of Amoy, andcommitting the same murderous devastation in 
the surrounding country as they perpetrated within the en- 
virons of Shanghai. Fortunately for the British and other 
foreign residents at this port, they occupy an isolated position 
on the island of Amoy, which renders them comparatively 
secure from attack, should the rebels make a descent from the 
mainland. And if they aro forced to leave their residences 
there they can retreat to the rocky islet of Koolangsoo, where, 
under the protection of four gun-boats end a corvette, their 
limited number may be safely lodged Meanwhile the merchants’ 
hongs and property at the city of Amoy would be exposed to de- 
struction by fire and Zoot if the rebels succeed in defeating the 
Imperial force in garrison at that place. Then will come again 
the question of defending this treaty port. and driving the 
enemy beyond a thirty-mile circuit with British and French 
bayonets, as at Shanghai and Ningpo. To do so would be an 
interference without doing much benefit to our relations in China; 
and it is quite consistent with the policy hitherto adopted by 
the Pataerston administration to exercise in this second out- 
break the strict rules of non-intervention. Leave the business 
of driving them from Amoy and the province of Fohkien to 
the Imperial authorities, letting them understand that our 
forces will act only in defence of British life and property, and 
they will make greater exertions to send soldiers, disciplined 
and undisciplined, to the seat of war. If the mandarins cal- 
culate upon foreign assistance tu quell this new insurrection, 
then with true Asiatic cunning they will step back from the 
work to save men and money. It is important therefore for 
‘them to know that, as far as England is concerned, they cannot 
reckon upon the aid of one British soldier or sailor to Sight in 
their cause ; and we understand that instructions to that effect, 
have been sent to the Consul at Amoy, and the military and 
naval authorities at Hong Kong. The only awkward feature 
in this case is that the merchants’ hongs are built up among the 
houses of the native city, not located in a separate settlement 
asat Shanghai and Ningpo. Consequently, if the Taipings 
attack Amoy, and the English forces are to defend the property 
of British subjects, they must to all intents and purposes guard 
the property of the Chinese, and repel any attack on the city, 
thereby virtually taking part in thecivil war as before. Under 
these circumstances our representatives in China should 
peremptorily demand from the Imperial authorities a atrong 
garrison for the city, to defend it at all hazards; otherwise, in 
the event of capture and destruction of British property by 








This unsettled state of affairs at Amoy comes unfortunately 
upon the residents connected with the commerce of that port, 
at a time when it was just beginning to improve in the extent 


1| of its import and export trade, after struggling for twenty 
d | years—since 1844, when the port was first opened—to main- 


tain a profitable traffic. 








THE PRESENT AND FUTURE OF CEYLON. 

Tae last China mail brought the acceptance by Sir Herncunes 
Rosryson of his Excellency’s appointment as Governor of 
Ceylon. Sir Hercunes may be expected to leave Hong Kong 
in March or April. His Excellency’s departure from Hong Kong 
will be regretted by many of the residents, for he has zealously 
worked at promoting the interests of the colony. It is evi- 
dently the intention of our Secretary of Srare to allow Mr, 
Mercer, the Colonial Secretary, to take charge—if only tem- 
porarily—from Sir Hercores Rowinsoy. Ceylon offers a fine 
field for his services. The effective admininstration of her 
Government, the extension of works of internal improve- 
ment, and other means of permanently benefiting the colony, 
demand an increase of revenue, not to speak of the claim 
lodged by the Home Government in the shape of a large 
annual charge for her defence. Notwithstanding the re- 
puted wealth{ of the colony, tho value of ber products ab 
prices not®determined by cost of production but as ap- 
praised in distant markets, the large amount of specie she 
has received of late years from all parts, representing many > 
millions of pounds sterling over and above what her residents 
require for the purchase of our manufactured products. It is 
to be remembered that a very considerable portion of her 
capital is owned in England, and remittances on this account 
make up a large proportion of her bauk drafts, Ceylon has 
been admirably compared to a sieve which retains none 
of the golden grains that pass through it; she is for 
ever in the act of heaping up riches, which strangers gather. 


European residents, after speedily acquiring fortunes, 
take to flight; even the Malabar coolies mako a point 
of regularly returning to India with their gains. With all 


the numerous plantations cultivated to such profit, a large region 
remains, like unavailable asscts, untouched. With all the capital 
invested, capital is what is most required, and with upwards 
of two} and a-half millions of natives, labour must yet be 
imported. Is it any wonder that in reference to ability to 
increase the revenue to meet the charge made by this Govern- 
ment upon her, and for other urgent purposes, misgivings 
should be entertained? What is theremedy for all this? 
Manifestly to turn the labour of the natives to account, to rouse 
them from their lethargy by adequate motives, making the 
Kandyans and Cingalese pay for the protection they enjoy, at 
least from the attacks of one another. ‘Ihe following are the 
antecedents of Sir Hercotes Rosiyson :—For some time he 
served in the 87th Fusiliers, after which he was actively en- 
gaged during the Irish famine, 1846-9, under the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works and Poor Law Board in Ireland. He 
was made Chief Commissioner in 1852 to inquire into the Irish 
fairs aud markets. His next appointment was that of Presi- 
dent of Mont Serrat, which he held until 1854, when he was 
made Lieut.-Governor of St. Christopher, with a dormant 
commission of Governor-in-Chief of the Leeward Isles, Since 
1859 he has been Governor, Commander-in-Chief, and Vice- 
Admiral at Hong Kong, until he was translated to the 
Governorship of Ceylon last year. Ho was also a member of 
the commission appointed in 1863 to inquire into the financial 
position of the Straits Settlement. Sir Hercures Ropin- 
son is not the man to be swayed by that weak sentimentality 
which would sanctify laziness rather than give a shade of com- 
pulsion to labour. We are very confident that the policy he 
will inaugurate will be that of taxing the natives up to a point 
that will compel them to forego their day dreams under cocoa- 
nut trees, and otherwise stimulate them to contribute their aid 
to the cultivation of the lending island staples. This Pandora 
of islands will, under a vigorous rule directed to the organisa- 
tion of native labour, enter on a new career. Abundance of 
labour will do much to invite additional capital, to be followed 
by a greater influx of Europeans and the introduction into 
society of more permanent elements, The position of Ceylon, 
her varied resources, her climatic advantages, are a guarantee for 
her future ; but her rate of progress altogether depends upon 
the mode in which the Government shall dcal with that gigantic 
evil which crouches behind her acknowledged resources, The

DEATH OF COLONEL GORDON’S OFFICERS. 
‘We notice with great regret iu the latest advices from China 
* that two of the gallant fellows who held prominent positions in 
Colonel Gordon’s force have succumbed to disease, which has laid 
them low after passing unscathed through all the extraordinary 
perils from which neither Gordon nor the best of his officers 
seem ever to have shrunk. Cuptain Charles Davidson, who 
«commanded the steamer Hyson from first to last, and Colonel 
Tumblety, who latterly succeeded to the command of the Ist 
Regiment, are the two officers whose loss we have to record. 
Both, we are informed on good authority, wee highly respected. 
and trusted by Colonel Gordon, who was not too well provided 
with men whom he could either trust or respect. Captain 
Davidson was Irish by birth, and possessed, under a rough ex- 
terior, the most distinguished attributes of a truly gallant sailor. 
We cannot do better, in seeking to commemorate his services, 
than by extracting from an article in the Cornhill Magazine for 

November last, the following paragraph on this subject :— 

“The undaunted captain of the Hyson—a man more capable of fighting 
a battle against enormous odds than of subsequently penning a report of 
his victory, but utterly inaccessible to the bribes which were frequently 
‘offered him as the price ot desertion with his vessel—handled this curious 
Jittle war vessel with such daring and discretion, that the mere sight of the 
‘smoke from her funnel was sufficient to put to flight a rebel army.” 

The Hyson, indeed, throughout the whole of Colonel Gordon’s 
campaign, was constantly spoken of as rendering most in- 
valuable assistance. We have seen a private letter of the 
gallant Colonel’s, in which he says :— 

“ Captain Davidson contributed most materially to nearly every action, 
amore especially in the capture of Quin-san, Soo-chow, Ye-shing, and 

ang. The evacuation of Hoo-chow-fu may also be attributed to his 
‘akili and courage, since, pushing his steamer over the barriers in the creek, 
and passiug the forts at full speed, he took them in rear and compelled 
their surrender, which subsequently entailed the abandonment of thecity. 
He wasa gallant, bardworking, zealous, and trustworthy man, and I deeply 
regret his loss.” 

Colonel ‘iumblety was one of those brave and self-taught 
characters who rise literally from the ranks, baving been at the 
outset a private in H.M.’s 99th Regiment. Taking his dis- 
chargo from the Queen's service, he obtained a position in 
Colonel Gordon’s force, aud rose eventually to the command of 
the Ist Regiment. Previously to this he had on more 
than one occasion been entrusted with the command of detached 
expeditions, in which his conduct gave uniform satisfaction, 
and at the time of the dissolution of the force he was one of 
the officers of longest standing. It is with the most genuine 
regret that we discharge the mournful duty of recording the 
untimely end of both these gallant fellows ; but their friends 
we trust, will feel it a comfort to know that the memory 
of their brave and honest work has not passed out of sight. 
We have little douht that the intelligence of their death 
will be most regretted by Colonel Gordon, who was the best 
able to judge of their services. 


OPENING OF THE LINE BETW. 
BOMBAY. 

The completion of telegraphic communication between 
Bagdad and Bombay is likely to give an impetus to the scheme, 
Jong advocated in these columus, of an overland line from 
India to Western China, thence branching to the foreign Chinese 
settlements. The routo has been, we understand, pro- 
nounced practicable by competent engincers, whilst an overland 
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line is peculiarly free from the dangers that attend oceanic 
telegraphy. Absolute confidence cannot, after past experience, 
be felt in’ the new transatlantic cable, but, even if successful, 
and witha line stretching to the extreme north, along the 
Pacific shores, we shall yet be dependent—to our own disad- 
vantage—on the Russian system of communication about being 
extended over the Manchurian Plain. ‘The arrangements be- 
tween Bagdad and Constantinople are not yet completed, and 
hence messages from London to Bombay caunot yet be sent. 





A LEGAL VICE-CONSUL FOR SHANGHAI. 

‘We understand that it has been quite decided on to appoing 
a gentleman versed in legal lore to preside over the numerous 
cases that now present themselves at the Consular Court im 
Shanghai. This step has been long advocated by us, but we 
doubt if the present incumbents of the Consulate, or the come 
munity, will when it comes to work be so well satisficdas with the 
present state of things, We trust, however, that the appoint- 
ment may fall on a gentleman who will discharge the duties 
with urbanity, and a duc regard to the experience of the older. 
functionaries in the Consulate. Tais is the danger. 





Georcx Brackenbury, Esq., recently appointed Consul at 
the Philippines, served in the Consulate at Cadiz from January, 
1848, to May, 1852; was Acting-Consul from May 26 to 
October 4, 1851 ; was secretary at Kadikoi to the honorary 
agents of the Crimean Army Fund from December, 1354, to 
June, 1855 ; was appointed clerk to the mission and Consul 
at Madrid, May 12th, 1858 ; and appointed Consul at Charente, 
January 1, 1864.

DEL'S TABLES. 
The value of comparative statistics, as affording data for future ealcu- 
ation, has never been more fully recognised than at the present time. 
‘The labour they involve may be overlooked, but the results are amply 
appreciated where applying to commercial and financial affairs. Sam 
Mendel’s tabular statistics of exports to the East from our chief ports of plain 
cottons and yarns, and of their average monthly prices, together with the 
correrponding average of sank rates, price of Consols, and the bullion 
held throughout the last ten years, are for this and other purposes of 
especial value. Our available stock and export of specie necessarily 
affect the value of our productions, touching the pockets of manufacturers, 
and controlling the profits of our merchants. As to the probable demands 
of distant markets, from time to time, these can now generally be estimated 
with marvellous accuracy, an operation materially aided’ by extended 
telegraphic and ‘steam communication, and improved acquaintance 
with the demands of our foreign customers. The export of 
plain cottons to Hong Kong in 1864 was 21,035,013 yards, being 
nearly 8} million yards in excess of the quantity sent out in 1863, 
but falling short by one-third of the shipments of 1861 and 1860, and also 
below that of several previous years; indeed, in 1864 we hardly eent out 
more than in 133. To Shanghai 35,674,459 yards were exported, an 
excess of 13,000,000 yards over 1863, but under the quantities despatched 
in any of the previous eight years, in which our shipments of plain cottons 
to this port have ranged from upwards of 44.000,000 to 153,000,000 yards. 
‘The quantity sent to Manila last year was 6,454,008, an improvement over 
1963, but a heavy decline in the shipments of the previous eight years. 
The quantity of plain cottons shipped to Ceylon last year was 7,261,798 
Ibs. ; less than half the export of the previous year, and still more dispro- 
portioned to each of the years from 1858 to 186], inclusive. Batavia 
shows a large falling off in demand throughout the series of 
years, the exported quantity in 1864 being but 7,541,574 yards 
‘Ofyarns, the export to Hong Kong last year was 1,601,810 Ibs. ; two-thirds 
of the amount shipped in 1863, and a still smaller fraction of the quantities 
sent in the previous years up to 1858; in 1859 we despatched upwards 
of 94 million Ibs. and in 1860 upwards of 7} million Ibs. of yarns to that 
Our export of yarns to Shanghai in 1864 was 157,249 lis. ; exceed- 
ing that of any previous year, except 1858, when 274,400 Ibs. were 
shipped. ‘The export of yarns to Singapore in 1864 reached 1,249,492 
bs. ; half a million pounds less than in 1363, and atheavy decline on many 
pretioes annual shipments. To Mani 122,980 Ibs, were exported 
jast year, being four times the quantity of 1863, though falling short of 
that sent out in several previous years, To Batavia, the annual ship- 
ment has fallen off one-half, the quantity for 1864 being 294,925 Ibs, 
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To Ceylon, the yaros exported in 1864 reached the merely nominal 
figure of 183,699 Ibs., whereas the export for 1863 amounted to 678,649 
Ibs,, thenearest approaches to which latter figure were in the years 1860, 
1898 and 1836. "The large shipment for 1869 fully accounts for the 
falling off. 





EXPORT OF BULLION. 
‘Tht circular of F, M. Page, just issued, exhibits last year’s shipments 


of specie to the East, the points of distribution of what, for the most rt, 
must be considered as an adverse balance of trade, which we have heen 
unable to discharge by the export of manufactures, The total sum thus 
sent out in 186+ reached in value £24,318,189 against £21,455,844, or a 
sum equal to the annual produce of the miues of Australia, California, 
and British Columbia! Nor does this aggregate really include the whole 
discharge of that indebtedness which our purchases and investments in 
the Far East have entailed ; consignments of gold, upon British account, 
being now sent thither direct from the Pacific gold fields.

MURDERS IN JAPAN. 
(THE TIMES.) 

Japan has not failed to contribute by this mail its periodical tale of 
murder. About every three months we seem regularly to receive from 
that part of the world intelligence of some unprovoked and sanguinary 
outrage, to which one or more of our countrymen have fallen victims. 
Sometimes these Japanese swordsmen attack our Embassy House; at 
others they cut down a riding party of European ladies and gentlemen ; 
upon this occasion they have cut to picces two English officers who were 
engagedin sketching the caves and temples in one of the most picturesque 
spots among the Japanese islands. It was not an act of robbery, for the 
watches and other property of the victims were untouched. It was not a 
quarrel and a fight, for the arms of the murdered men were found loaded. 
It was a sudden surprise and a murder of malice. It had, in fact, all the 
characteristics of an ordinary Japanese murder, such as we are always 
vainly endeavouring to punish. All the circumstances are brought out 
clearly in the investigation held by the British Consul, acting as coroner, 
and no mystery cen be fairly said to exist as to the manner in which this 
murder was committed. One fact is remarkable, and that is that, 
although the country people cannot be made to tell who the Japanese 
officers were who committed this atrocity, they seem to have felt sympathy 
for the sufferers, and came in immediately to communicate the fact. 
When the swordsmen had surprised and murdered their victims and man- 
gled their bodies, and had left them on the road, the peasantry came 
about them with kindly intentions, and the property upon the pertone of 
these murdered men seems to have been safer then it would have been in 
some more civilised countries. Let us not, then, involve all the Japanese 
people in our cry for vengeance. It is plain ‘enough that this is only 
another explosion of that fanatical hatred of foreigners which exists | 
among the old feudal chieftains of Japan. When a Japanese chief and ! 
his swordsman come upon a foreigner his first instinct is to set his swords- 
man upon him and put him to death. If the European happens to have 
taken up part of a tea-house or priest-house in which it was the chief's 

leasure to lodge, the incentive to homicide is greatly increased; and if 
Fe has been ebliged to pass on quietly, under awe of the revolvers of a 
party with whom he could not cope, he will probably give way to the first 
sale opportunity of indulging his hatred and his love of blood. It is not 
difficult to relate how this murder took place and to account for the feel- 
ings by which it was brought about ; but to explain an act is not to justify 
it, and to account for it is not to punish it. The question is how in such 
‘cases we can exact punishment for the past and security for the future. 
We cannot go to war with a whole people every time a barbarous chief 
commits a murder. Yet we cannot allow our countrymen to be cut to 
pieces by any Japanese sarage who may choose to resent their being on 
the same road with him. Sir Rutherford Alcock is said to have taken up 
the matier with resolution, and we hope we may bring it to the only con- 
¢lusion which can be satisfactory ; that is to say, the apprehension and 
condign punishment of the persons who perpetrated this murder, and also 
of those who instigated the 1e.

There is a new edition of Mr. Sata’s My Diary in America ia 
the Mida of War (Tinsley), containing some additional notes 
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‘by the author, who is very severo on the Northerners.—Mr. 
Byron, who hes hitherto been chicdy known as a very success- 
fal and amusing burlesque writer, has appeared in a new light. 
His novel, Paid in Full (Maxwell), is very clever, and shows 
great knowledge of the world—We have received a copy of 
The Book of Perfumes (Chapman and Hall), by EvGENE 
Ruvet, which is one of tke prettiest books of the season, 
being well bound and illustrated by good artists. It is, more- 
over, beautifully scented, thereby carrying with it a proof not 
only of Mr. Rimmel’s powers as an author, but also in the art 
of which he is so thorough a master.—There are several aspi- 
rants to poetical honours, among whom Miss Epwarps, authoress 
of Barbara’s History, prominently figures, although we think 
she has mistaken her vocation in relinquishing prose writing 
for verse.—Chambers's Journal of January 28, among other 
articles, contains an interesting notice, entitled Four Weeks with 
the Mongols, describing the habits and mode of living of that 
wild people.—We have received a copy of a work entitled Zhe 
Toiit-Stock Companies Directory, published by Messrs. Barker, 
Birchin-lave, which contains a list, alphabetically arranged, of 
all the companies, with their directors, amount of capital, 
place of business, &e, These companies include railways, bauks, 
finance, insurance, mining, hotels, &c.

Seqvel to Life in the Fur East, by J. T. Taoxson, and Our 
Tropical Possessions in Malayan India, by JoaN CaMERON, a 
resident at Singapore, have just been published, aud will ke 
reviewed in our next. 

The Chinese and Japinese Repository for February far exceeds 
its usual standard as regards interest for the general reader. 
The number opens with “a Sketch of the Corean Language 
and Grammar,” from the French of M. Leon de Rosuy, from 
which we learn that the Coreans, uvlike the Cuinese and 
Japanese, possess a real written alphabet, that is to say, a 
series of distinct vowels and consonants—thirtcen of the first 
and fourteen of the latter. The language, as might be expected, 
contains a considerable admixture of Chinese and Japauese 
words. The paper by Mr. T. Braddell, on “ the Ancient Trade 
of the East and the Indian Archipelago,” gives promise of 
being, when completed, a most excellent summary of what is 
known on the subject. The Port of Ildilo, in the Philippines, 
has become such an important place of trade that Mr. Vico- 
Consul Loney’s instructions for safe navigation in those waters 
are exceedingly opportune. Another valuable paper is a 
translation of nearly the whole of a Chinese work “on Culti- 
vating the Mulberry and Rearing the Silkworm ;” and we have, 
lastly, two or three pages of amusing extracts from Ciinese 
Histories and Fables,

ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

packages, The arrivals during the past ten days have been numerous, 
amounting to twenty vessels, with fifteen millions Ibs, weight. The export 
trade to all parts continues most limited, especially to Russia, the transac- 
tions for that market being confined to a few common flavoury Hokow and 
Ningchow kinds. These advices will reach China at a time when pre- 
parations are being made for the new season, and it will save operators from 
another year of loss if some regard is paid to the requirements of the 
home trade instead of giving the Chinese any anticipated advantages 
arising from the export trade; that to Russia has this season proved a 
fallacy, and recent advices intimate that there is no chance of revival for 
tome time yet, at any rate none to warrant its being the basis of operations 
for 1863-6. ‘The present scale of prices ruling here is, with the large 
stock and inereased export from China and India, quite high enough, and 
may therefore serve as a safe basis for operations for next season, with the 
exception of fine and finest grades, which should show Id. to 3d. per Ib. 
margin. ‘The deliveries for the month are in excess even of last year, 
speaking wel for the steady and increasing home consumption, and stand
